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Factory Whistles Scream Their Tri- 
umph and Their Defiance to the 
Waters That May Assail Them in 
the Years That Are to Come. 


WATER DOES NOT DAMPEN 
THE SPIRITS OF THE PEOPLE 


Levees Will Be Built Which Will 
Keep Water Out of the District at 
& Higher Stage Than the Missis- 
| sippi River Has Ever Reached. 


Vactory whistles are blowing numerqusl’ 
and as frequently in the great manufactr- 
ing territory, adjacent to St. outs on the 
east side of the river, as they were prior 
to “the great flood of 1902.”’ 

The men of the cast side have a g0- 
shead spirit that it takes more than water 
to dampen, even when the water comes 
in 38-foot stages, according to the official 
measurements, and in 42-foot stages, ac- 
cording to the city engineers’ levels in the 
east side cities. 

These men dislike floods, dislixe them 
very much, but they like the:r homes and 
their home cities more, und they do rot 
intend that their homes and cities shall 
suffer from the flood that has been, any 
more than they intend that they shall suf- 
fer from the floods that are to conie. 

The next flood that comes down the Mis- 
sissippi will not get into East St. Louis, 
Grenite City, Madison, Venice and Brook- 
lyn, that is settled. 

The levee is going to be built. The men 
of the east side have said so and no un- 
Gortaking is impossible with men of their 
spirit. 

Indeed, it is not hard to find men who 
gay that the flood was a blessing in dis- 
guise. They say, and they have definite 
plans for the future to show it, that the 
flood has called attention to improvements 
that will make the district west of the 
bluffs and east of the Mississippi river the 
greatest manufacturing gnd garden spot 
in the world. 

The levee is not the only improvement 
discussed. Changes in governing districts, 
the county taxing boards, the city gov- 
erning arrangements and other changes are 
proposed to meet the demands. 

Congressman W. A. Rodenberg is one of 
the outspoken men for improvements and 
he says that 99 out of every 100 citizens are 
for the levee. 


‘We Can,’ Says 
Mr .Rodenberg. 


“We can build that levee,”’ said Mr. Rod- 
enberg, “and we mean to do it. N&ét a 
levee for protection for floods of ordinary 
size, but a levee against a 45-foot river 
stage, such as we have never had. 

“T propose a levee from Alton to the 

south side of St. Clair County, a levee 
with space on the top for four raglroad 
tracks and so erected as not only to re- 
sist the river, but to withstand the bur- 
rowings of the small animals that will get 
into it. I say, put the entire district into 
2 Grainage district and issue bonds to pay 
the entire cost. Fifty-year bonds, nothing 
ane. 
“Then rental from the railroad tracks 
om tap of the levees will go far toward 
paying the interest, and after the levee is 
built we can get help from the govern- 
ment to keep it up. 

“The state will aid us fn building it. 
They will let us have convict labor and 
will appropriate some money, I think. 

“Tf the railroad people do nat want our 
tracks at a fair rental we have capita! 
ready to make a proposition for an Alton- 
Bast St. Louis electric railroad. 

“With this levee built there will be no 
detrimental effect. The present backset is 
very slight. We will recover from it in a 
few months, at the most, but with the 
levee we would £o far ahead. 

“Not a factory has left us, and I have 

yet to hear of any number of families 
weeking homes elsewhere.’ 
J. L. Whitesides, the Madison real estate 
man, proposes another change. ‘‘Aside 
from the drainage district to be formed,”’ 
he says, “we should have this district that 
fs to fight the floods placed under one 
county government. We need it. Our in- 
terests are identical and we will pay our 
taxes willingly, while districts not inter- 
ested with us would rebell after the feeling 
wf goodfellowship had worn off. We need 
he county government as well as the 
rainage district.’

There is one rote of complaint: That 
is that the supply of labor is not equal 
to the demand.

The 
prices will wo ahead within six months 
As to business property, it is going ahead 
and we have made sales at good prices 
since the flood, and we have notice of 
many waiting for heavy investments in 
East St. Louis, and we are looking for 
the property.” 


Has Lost Only 


One Tennant. 
W..A. McCasland owned as many houses 
as anyone in the flooded district, and he 


says that he has contracted for the re- 
airs in a bunch at less than $10 each. 

Ie has lost one tenant, a man who moved 
uptown to a larger house. 

Anyone of the men in East St. Louis, 
whether you find him at the relief work or 
at his own work, has time to stop and 
tell you that everything is booming. 

Everything is going on just the same, 
the school commencement was delayed, 
but held Thursday night, and the water 
will all be out of town in a few days, just 
as soon os the big pumps. that can be 
moved about town and set up in the streets 
can uo it.

Laughed at Auditors and Robbed 
Right and Left Until Death 
Laid Him Low. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—Two or 
three official defalcations at the capital 
recently have furnished food for serious 
reflection. The amount of public money 
thus lost has not been alarming, even 
if we aggregate all the defalcations of 
the last dozen years. But the fact has 
apparently been -demonstrated that there 
are no absolute checks, aS many pre 
sume, to prevent an unbonded $1800 clerk 
from stealing if. he have opportunity and 
be so minded, and this is a matter of deep 
concern. 

Since the Howgate episode of 8 years 
ago perhaps the most spectacular embez- 
zliement or series of emibezzlements is 
that disclosed last week of the clerk, Wat- 
s0n, accomplished through reckless forg- 
eries. But while Watson has apparently 
appropriated to his own use nearly $100,- 
000 of public moneys, his operations in some 
of their features are by no means so dis- 
quieting as those of the late William §&. 
Yeatman, disbursing clerk of the War De- 
partment. 

While it may be that Yeatman secured 
less money than is now credited up to 
Watson's operations, his methods were far 
more dangerous and his opportunities 
greater, The most serious aspect of the 
Yeatman embezzlement was the fact that 
it could be accomplished in a fiscal office 
handling millions of dollars of Treasury 
money annually, and presumptively so 
safeguard by accounting and auditing 
checks as to practically make misappropria- 
tions impossible. 


Frauds Ended 
Only With Death. 


Yet Yeatman did the trick, and so clev- 
erly that his robberies were not discovered 
until death laid low the cunning of his 


brain and hand. He was appointed dis- 
bursing clerk of the war department in 
1886 by Mr. Cleveland’s first secretary of 
war, William C. Endicott, having been a 
clerk in various bureaus of the department 
for a quarter of a century. 

He was disbursing clerk about 15 years 
and it was roughly estimated that in that 
period he drew from the treasury depart- 
ment and paid out over the counter of the 
war department disbursing office over $35,- 
000,000. Besides this great sum in cur- 
rency and gold he annually disbursed large 
sums by check, so that his annua aggre- 
gate disbursements amounted to between 
$2.500000 and $3,000,000. Yet the bore all. this 
weight of responsibility of 
$2000 per year. 

He was always 


for a Salary 
attentive to his duties 
and most people thought he was rather 
punctiliouS in their discharge. Nothing 
was done loosely nor carelessly. The dis- 
bursing clerk had no extravagant he¢its 
so far as known. He did not speculate 
or busy himself with outside affairs of any 
kind. His long record of usefulness in the 
department and his excellent reputation 
raised Yeatman above al] suspicion. 

His death was very sudden and entirely 
unexpected. When the accounting offi- 
cers and Yeatman’s nominated successor 
checked up the office preparatory to turn- 
ing it over to the latter they were thunder- 
struck to find that the deceased was shon 
in his accounts. Through suits begun by tae 
government and others against Yeatman’s 
estate it was disclosed that his defalcation 
approximated $60,000 or $70,000. It is pos- 
sibly even greater. Nobody knows, or ever 
will Know, the full extent of the Yeatman 
shortage. 


Scheme Was a 


Series of Forgeries. 

Yeatman’s scheme of money-getting had 
for its: foundation forgery, of course. He 
mulcted the government by improvising 
epurious vouchers, as some say; but more 
probably by raising the amounts in regu- 
lar ones after they had been signed and 
sworn to by the payee, approved by .the 
secretary and paid. 

The possibility of sueh ecmplicated frauds 
was so remote that, in fact, they seem 
impossible even yet. They were wholly un- 
suspected by the checking officials 

The important difference between young 
Watson's methods and those of Yeatman 
was this: The first was only successful 
for a time, through the gross carelessness 
of his superior, whose personal confidence 
he had gained. In fact, Watson was con- 
stantly at the mercy of mere accident. 
If Auditor Petty had ever made even 
a casual examination of the office's rec- 
ords in comparison with the bank bal- 
auces and check books Watson's embez- 
ziements must have stopped years ago. 

Not so Yeatman. He, too, enjoyed the 
confidence of his superiors, but hg accounts 
were passed upon by officials of another 
department. There was no earelessness to 
shield him, and he depended on nothing 
so uncertain. His pay rolls and miscel- 
laneous vouchers were properly checked 
up monthly in the treasury department. 
There were other checks. ite could not 
draw money from the treasury except on 
the very eve of pay day, and then only 
on the most careful and exact estimate of 
pay roll requirements. The disbursing of- 
ficer is permitted to Keep no large amount 
of funds on hand between pay days. His 
Miscellaneous payments from day to day 
were Ty check on the treasury department, 
on sworn vouchers approved by the secre- 
tary of war. 


Might Never Have 
Been Detected. 


Therefore the only likelihood of Aiscov- 
ery in Yeatman’s case was that some 
forged or raised voucher might be bungled 
in such manner as to arouse suspicion and 
call for a close investigation of his ac- 
counts, such as was precipitated necessar- 
il by his death, and the re uirements of 
his successor in_ self-protection. 
does not appear that this weary disbursing 
clerk ever bungled. He was not impatient 
for millions. He traveled slowly, but his 
footing was sure. His very moderation is 
the alarming feature of Yeatman’'s 
frauds. It is not known that a single 
ne of hig fraudulent vouchers was ever 
or a moment questioned in the treasury

In no other civilized country are 
so many quacks of all sorts and both 
sexes, and nowhere else are they 8 re- 
warded by numerous and well-to-do pa- 
tients. 

The Russian government has finally de- 
termined to subject all professed curers 
who are not recognized medical practition- 
ers to the severest surveillance. They will 
be given a month to secure other employ- 
ment, and if at the end of that time they 
persist in practice they will be proceeded 
against. 

The ministry is In possession of statistics 
which go to prove that more than 100,000 
men: and women are illegally practicing 
medicine and the art of healing in Ger- 
many, and that this number is rapidly in- 
creasing. . One medical statistician says he 
has found 150 cases of cancer in his proy- 
ince. Of these only 2% are attended by 
authorized physicians, and 108 by quacks. 
He maintains it is nearly as bad in other 
diseases which particularly call for trained 
medical aid. 

Most of these quacks allege that they 
have occult powers, personal magnetism. 
‘magnetic eyes and hands,’ and that cure 
will be the immediate consequence of im- 
plicit rellance in this treatment. 

German doctors afe indignant at the 
incomes cnjoyed by some of these rivals. 
In the large and greatest cities of Saxony, 
Dresden, Leipsic and Chemnitz it is not 
unusual for an ignorant qudck to receive 
from $3500 to $2000 a year, an income much 
beyond the average earning of the scien- 
tifically equipped medical man throughout 
Germany. 

Attention Is also directed to the number 
of women quacks, who profess to have 
magnetic powers. In Saxony alone there 
are several hundred, and among their pa-

NEW YORK, June 27.—When President 


Roosevelt reached his summer home at 
Oyster Bay this afternoon he received a 
divided welcome. <All his home folks, 
townspeople and summer residents were 
alike bent on doing him honor, but they had 
been split into two factions over the priv- 
jlege of managing the town’s greeting. 

So high was the feeling that only the 
respect due the nation’s chief executive pre- 
vented a clash. As it was, the anticipation 
of friction, which was shared by the 
President's party, was acute. No one knew 
what moment the rival bands ~would start 
in to play “Hall to the Chief’ in opposi- 
tion. But, happily, by the exercise of great 
diplomacy, all unpleasantness was averted 
and the enthusiasm was only heightened

by the rivarly. 

All the trouble was started by the Board 
of Trade, an organization of summer resi- 
dents, undertaking to manage the reception 
without consulting the twonspeople. The 
mayor and city officials were recognized on. 
the board’s committees, but the old resi- 
dents of the town found themselves left 


out in the cold. 

Conspicious among these was Maurice 
Townsend whose family owns a greater 
part of the town of Oyster Bay and have 
donated most of the streets and roads 
which make the place pavers and con- 
venient to the summer visitors. Mr. 
Townsend has a great mage among 
the townspeople and when he found he 
was overlooked he organized a recep- 
tion committee of his own.

This is the 25th anniversary of the 
founding of Oyster Bay and in honor of 
the event President Roosevelt unveiled a 
revolutionary cannon in the _ public 
square immediately after his arrival.

F. Seymour Barrington, the English felon and bogus “lord” who recently served a 
workhouse sentence afte: marrying Miss Grace Cochrane of Kansas City through 
fraudulent pretentions to wealth and title, was iast night locked up at police head- 
quarters charged with the murder of his friend and benefactor, James P. McCann, 
whose nude body was found in a pond near Bonfils, 15 miles from St. Louis, yesterday 


afternoon. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond stated at 1 o’clock this morning, after sweating 
Barrington several hours that he believed the prisoner guilty of the murder of McOann 
or of participation in the crime. At that hour Barrington was sent to a cell and Mrs. 
McCann and others who had been taken to police headquarters, were rcleased to return 
at 10 o’clock this morning when Ohief Desmond’s efforts to make Barrington confess 
will be renewed. 

The theory of the police is that McOann was murdered by his friend, Lord Bar- 
rington, and his body thrown into the stone quarry after being stripped of its cloth- 
ing. The clothing, it is believed, was removed and hidden in different places about 
the surrounding country to prevent identification. ~~ ) 

The fact that the shoes were found fifty feet apart and a quarter of a mile from 
the body and the pocketbook a block from the shoes, is held to support the police 
theory. Further search is expected reveal the rest of the clohting. | 


INCRIMINATING FACTS AGAINST BARRINGTON, 


Admitting robbery toe be the motive that would cause Bar- 
rington—a convicted burglar and dventurer—to commit murder 
he knew that MeCarna had plenty of money from the time Me- 
Cann gave him a @fty-dollar bill at their first meeting. 

A motorman and conducor testify that Barriagton and Me- 
Cann got off their car om the St. Louts, St. Charles & Western 
Railway on the night that McCann disappeared not 200 yards 
away from where McOann’s bedy was found yesterday. 

The conductor and motorman heard shots asd a man’s 
agonized cry for help a few moments after the two men dis- 
appeared in the d rknes. 

Barrinaton admitted te Chief Desmond that he bad gone out 
on the car with McCama and that he had walked back himeself. He 
would not explain McCann’s disappearance, contradicting him-« 
self frequently. 

McCann’s gold watch and diamonds were found on Barriug- 
ton. Barrington wore McCann’s hat when he reached home. 
At 9 o’clock the next morning Barrington entered the Me- 
Cann home, weary .bruised and muddy and HIS CLOTHES 
WERE BLOOD STAINED. 

Barrington admits that he wrote the note after McCann’s 
disappearance and purportiag to come from MeCann stating that 
the latter was well and in the hands of friends. 

A revolver was found in Barrinagten’s trunk, the caliber 
being the same as that of the cartridges picked up near where 
.McCann’s body was found. 


Barrington had been supported in ease by McCann, a fortunate and generous 
gambler on the races, at McCann’s hotel, the Leland 2901 Franklin avenue, since ° 
Barrington got out of the workhouse. On the night of June 18 Barringon and MoUana 
left the house, ostensibly to get medicine for Mrs. McOann. 

Mrs. McCann never saw her husband again and did not see Barrington again 
until the next morning. Barrington said he and McCann had gone to the Suburban 
Garden after leaving the drug store, that they had met two men and two women. 

He told a circumstantial story of a fight outside of the garden and some dis- 
tance in a field later in which he was beaten and knocked down by the women’s 
companions while trying to defend McCann from the same treatment. 

He said that McCann drove off in a carriage with the attacking party, leaving 
him in a coma on the ground. Rain had revived him at daylight and he had made 
his way home. 

Mrs. McCann reported her husband’s disappearance to the police last Thursday, 
Barrington was arrested and sweated by Chief Desmond. He repeated the story he 
had told Mrs. McCann with additional detail and guided detectives ovér the scene 
of the alleged fight. He was released on Chief Desmond’s order Friday afternoon. 

Mrs. McCann ordered Barrington to leave the house yesterday. He had sent his 
trunk to Union Station and was about to leave himself when he was arrested. 

The body accepted by the police and by Mrs. McCann to be that of MoCann was 
burid late yesterday afternoon near the spot where it was found. 

‘The body was ‘n an advanced stage of decomposition and the coroner of St. Louis 
County, who held an inquest and ordered the burial, did not determine the cause of 
death.

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BODY WAS FLOATING 
IN A QUARRY POND 


A farmer living near Bonfils Station, St. 
Loule County, reported to Mounted Police- 
man Patrick Kirk yesterday afternoon at 
2:20 that he had found the nude body of 
a man floating in the water at a déserted 
stone quarry 200 yards from the St. Louis, 
st.

ened the crowd surged back in. 

Throughout the ‘sweating’ Barrington 
was very cool. He was quiet in manner, 
and spoke with the English accent. When- 
ever he was pressed to a fine point he said, 
“I don’t know.” 

When 4 was asked how McCann's watch 
and chain and diamond ring got under the 
seat of the patrol wagon, where the officers 
are confident Barrington put them, he an- 
swered, “‘I don’t know.”’

Charles & Western Railroad, was next 
admitted. He pointed out Barrington as 
the man he had seen walking back along 
the track at 7 o'clock the morning of 
June 19. He said that when he saw him 
Barrington was wearing an imitation Pan- 
ama hat, a black suit, with a Prince Al- 
bert coat and looked as though he had 
Spent the night in the woods. 

Ike Bennett, the conductor on the car 
on which Barrington and McCann were 
passengers, came next.

The McOann house is at 2901 Franklin 
avenue. It is a two-story brick house called

The members of the McCann household 
consisted of James McCann, his wife, Jes- 
sie, and Una Morrison, a boarder named 
Brown, the cook and house servant. 

Barrington sometimes ate his meals with 
Mr. and Mrs. McCann. 


HOW THEY REACHED 
THE TRAGIC SPOT 
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Barrington and McCann were at the Su- 
burban Garden together on the night of 
June 18. 

Barrington tells of trouble at the garden 


with some women and whatever may have 
happened there, Barrington and McCann 
walked down the Suburban track to Wells- 
ton, the terminal of the St. Louis, 8st 
Charles & Western electric railroad. 
The Wellston terminal is at the end of 
Ahe Easton avenue line at the city IMmits, 
but a few hundred yards south of the 8Su- 
burban Garden, where many persons take 
the car to go to their homes in St. Louls 
County, after visiting the garden, and 
where Easton passengers to the Suburban 
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Garden take the cars to return downtown. 
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The 8t. Louis, St. Charles & Western 
electric railroad runs almost directly north- 
west to the Missouri river opposite St. 
Oharles. 

For several days about June 18 Bonfils 
Station was the western terminal of the 
road, because of the flood inundating the 
tracks in the lowlands west of there. 

Bonfils Station is a short distance south 
of Bonfils, the town on the Wabash rail- 
road. It is lonely about the station and 
it was at this place that Barrington admits 
that he and McCann left the electric car 
and from where he walked back to St. 
Louis the next morning. 

Bonfils is about 15 miles from the 8Bt. 
Louis city Iimits and over two miles from 
St. Charles. 


Barrington admitted that he wrote the 
letter which he showed to Mrs. McCann, 
purporting to be from her husband.

About 11 o'clock last night Barrington ad- 
mitted to Chief of Detectives Desmond that 
he went with McCann on the 8t. Louis, St. 
Charles & Western railroad on the night of 
June 18, but says he does not know where 
he got off. 

He admits, however, that he and McCann 
rot off together. 

He also admits that he walked back, but 
he says he did so because he didn't have 
any money, having given $27.50 to McCann

Previous to that time and following his 
rclaese from the workhouse by Mayor 
Wells, he was the manager of a saloon at 
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thé corner of Broadway and Chestnut 
street. While there he met McCann and the 
latter became interested in the bogus lord. 
McCann was promoter of a project to 
build a hotel near the World’s Fair grounds 
and offered the position of manager to Bar- 
rington, which the erstwhile workhouse 
prisoner accepted. 
McCann and Barrington were frequently 
seen driving around the city behind a team 
of the turfman's fast trotters.

When he arrived on the acene, Barrington 
declared, the two men were beating Mc- 
Cann with clubs.

Before he became unconscious, he told 
Chief Desmond, McCann borrowed all the 
money he had, $27.50, after which McCann 
entered a vehicle with the men and women 
and drove away. 

Barrington said he lay inthe open air 
all night and in the morning walked three 
miles to the MoCann home. He allayed 
Mrs. McCann’s fear® with various ex- 
cuses. 

He asserted that. McCann was ashamed 
of the scrape in which he had gotten and 
that was his only reason for remaining 
away from home.

John Oellien, a motorman on the 8t.

About an hour later, Charles Sack, who 
is also a motorman on the same road, and 
who also lives at 6118 Easton avenue, while 
running west, so he tells the detectives, 
saw a man walking in the direction of St.

The description of that man answers 
that of Barrington. Mr. Sack says that 
a handkerchief was wrapped around the 
man's neck, and that his clothes appeared 
muddy and bedraggled.

FEDERAL BRIDGE INQUIRY 
WILL COMMENCE TOMORROW 


Merchants’ Bridge Becomes Property 
of United States Government on 
Proof That Its Ownership or Con- 
trol Is Identical With Rival. 


Notwithstanding all that has been suf- 
fered by the commerce of 8t. Louls and 
all that has been printed about it, advo- 
cates of granting a free loop to the Ter- 
minal company can be heard to say that 
the evils of the present rates and of the 
bridge arbitrary are being greatly magni- 
fied. 

To entertain such a belief one must shut 
his eyes to the fact that the gross revenues 
of the Terminal last year were over $21,- 
000,000. This money was collected from the 
commerce passing into to, out of and 
through St. Louis. It would be absurd, of 
course, to claim that all of it represents 
exclusively bridge tolls, but it would prob- 
‘ably be very conservative to ascribe $8,000,- 
000 to the bridge earnings, apart from 
gewitching charges. 

Eight millions of dollars collected from 
the merchants of a city of 600,000 per- 
gons in one year is surely a tax, the re- 
moval of which calls for the most patri- 
otic efforts of every citizen. 

The position assumed by the Post-Dis- 
patch—that the bridge arbitray should be 
removed before the city consents to place 
itself more completely in the power of the 
company which, like an old man of the 
gea, sits astride the municipal neck, finds 
' more than justification in these figures. 

This money is collected by 14 railroads 
as an extra arbitrary charge on freights 
which they haul to and from the city. 

The function of a railroad is to carry 
goods from shipper to consumer. In the 
case of other cities these roads perform 
this function honestly, and deliver their 
freights at the proper destination, at the 
‘yailroad’s own cost. In,;the case of St. 
Louis they band together, and flatly re- 
fuse, while asking valuable franchises 
from the people, to deliver the freights 
. te the people. They bring them to a sub- 
urban point where the goods are not 
wanted, and then, by reason of their sol- 
idity, extort several millions each year 
for completing the delivery. They make 
no charge for crossing the hundreds of 
bridges on their individual lines, but when 
it comes to this particular bridge, on which

There Will Be 2000 Rooms and They 


NATION BEGINS INQUIRY 
INTO BRIDGE MONOPOLY. 


Federal investigation of the Ter- 
minal Association’s bridge monopoly, 
which makes possible the bridge ar- 
bitrary and consequent crippling 
of the commerce of St. Louis, will 
commence tomorrow, when Maj. 
Thomas L. Casey of the engineering 
corps, United States army, will com- 
mence the inquiry ordered by the 
war department. 

The purpose of the inquiry is to de- 
termine whether the Merchants’ 
bridge is owned or controlled by the 
owners of the Eads bridge. 

The act of congress authorizing the 
building of the Merchants’ bridge 
provides that it shall become the 
property of the United States gove- 
ernment when its joint ownership 
or control with any other bridge is 
shown. 

The rule laid down by congress is 
violated if any of the stockholders, 
managers or directors of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge hold similar positions 
in connection with any other 
bridge. 

The Terminal Association, in a re- 
cent bond circular, announced its 
control of both bridges. Its officials 
have adopted a policy-6f concealment 
in regard to the names of the Mer- 
chants’ ‘bridge stockholders, and 
President McChesney declined to 
answer questions of councilmen and 
delegates on this point.

To very clearly illustrate the practical 
workings of this bridge extortion, a carload 
of “zinc or lead from the Joplin district 
will serve. Under the practice of the roads 
forming the terminal company, a manufac- 
turer desiring to use this car of oar can 
have it carried from Joplin to St. Louis, 
East St. Louis, or even .Granite City, at 
one and the same price, as nothing extra 
is charged him for taking it over the 
bridge and to its final destination. 

The factory, being located on the east 
side, does not have to bring its coal across 
the bridge, and thereby saves 30 cents per 
ton as against a, manufacturer in St. 
Louis. When the manufactured product 
is ready, and the manufacturer desires to 
ship it to customers in the West, he can 
do so without paying any bridge charge, 
just the same as though he were located 
in St. Louis. Thus these 14 _ railroads, 
which claim to have the interest of St. 
Louis at heart, will carry the carload of 
freight across the river and back gratui- 
tously for a firm located in East St. 
Louis. 

But when the St. Louis manufacturer, de- 
siring to compete with his East Side neigh- 
bor, asks that a single carload of coal be 
carried one way across the river, these 
Same 14 roads refuse any gratuitous service 
and charge him 30 cents a ton for it. This 
is taking care of St. Louis manufacturers 
as a fox takes care of a chicken. 

Again, in switching charges the same re- 
markable solicitude for St. Louis interests 
is manifested by the Terminal company. A 
St. Louis firm desiring to have a car de- 
livered to the World’s Fair grounds from 
East St. Louis, will be charged $10 for the 
service. An East Side firm, desiring to 
have a car carried from Granite City ta 
East Carondelet, over the three switching 
systems, and over a longer distance than 
in the previous case, pays the Terminal 
company only $4.50. 

The rate for switching in East St. Louls 
is one-half cent per hundred, with a min- 
The rate charged 
company to St. 
Louisians for carrying a car from Ca- 
rondelet to North St. Louis is $9 per car, 
or $3 for each of the three companies 
having switches—the Eads, the Merchants

Administered. 


ROLLING STONE GATHERS MOSS 


Aged Itinerant Often Visited St. Lou- 
is, and Effort Is Made to Slow 
That He Lived Here. 


When the suit over the $138,000 cash es- 
tate left by the late Dr. Francis Tumblety 
is brought to trial in New York next Au- 
gust, facts of a most interesting nature 
concerning the life of the mysterious doc- 
tor will be brought to light. 

Public Administrator Garrard Strode will 
have the burden of proving that the former 
Dr. Tumblety was a resident and citizen 
of St. Louis. To do this it will be neces- 
sary to show where and how the deceased 
lived in this city and what place, in his 
many wanderings, he considered his: home. 

Dr. Tumblety, at the age of 50 years, 
died at St. John’s Hospital, May %, with- 
out a friend or a relative by his bed. At 
the hospital he gave the name of Townsend 
and though looking like a pauper he en- 
gaged a private room, saying to the nurse: 
“The only poor thing about me is my 
health.”’ 

Before his death he had a lawyer sum- 
moned and made his will. To the surprise 
of the lawyer, the sick man, who proved 
to be Dr. Francis Tumblety, showed a 
statement of Henry Clews & Co.,, 
York bankers, saying that he had on de- 
posit with that concern $138,000. 

This fortune had been amassed by the 
doctor during his career as an advertising 
physician. In 1865 the firm of*Blackburn & 
Co., with spacious offices at 52 North Third 
street, widely advertised the Indian herb 
cure and many similar remedies. Dr. Tum- 
blety was a member of this firm, and such 
concerns being scarcer then than now, 
he reaped a plentiful harvest. 

At that time the physician was in his 
prime, and his personal appearance was 
very striking. He had a military carriage, 
wore a heavy black mustache and was 
profusely decorated with diamonds. After 
he left St. Louis he became a traveling 
physician. 

He visted every. corner of Europe and 
America. He was most familiar with 
England, Ireland, France and New Bruns- 
wick and spent much time in New York, 


St. Louis Denver and New vrleans. 

A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from New Orleans says that Dr. Tumblety 
was well-known in that city. He lived in 
the old French quarter on Royal street, 
near Conti, in a little poor room dirty and 
meanly furnished. When “Jack the Rip- 
per’ was causing commotion, he was ar- 
rested on suspicion, of being that individ- 
ual, Later he was arrested %n the charge 
of robbing Henry Govan. Dr. Tumblety 
said he was a British subject, and, as the 
British cosul came forward to defend him, 
the case was dropped. 


Woman Hater, but 
Loved Children. 


The doctor was known in New Orleans 
as a pronounced woman hater, and was 
often seen in the street in company with 
small boys, of whom he was very fond. 
He seemed to delight in night prowling, 


and was often seen on the streets after 
midnight. In consequence of his unusual 
habits he was the victim of an early morn- 
ing assault two years ago, and was robbed 
of a number of diamonds. 

It is the contention of Administrator 
Strode, on which he bases his claim of 
Dr. Tumblety’s residence in St. Louis, that 
the doctor spent some time each year for 
the past 40 years in this city.

REAPPEARANCE OF THE GHOST 


Weird Story of Revolutionary Days, 
When a Reprieve Failed to 
Stop Execution. 
CHESTER, Pa., June 27.—After an ab- 
sence of some years the spectral horse- 
man has suddenly reappeared on Fourth 


street. As all the people who figured in 
the drama that took a human life have 


| long since gone into the shades of the 


departed, it would be natural to assume 
that the silent rider of the white steed 
would commune with them there, and not 
harrow up the souls of the living by gal- 
loping along an ancient highway at an 
uncanny hour of the night; but “ghosts” 
that cannot haunt the places of the living 
are no use to society, so the spectre has 
come back to earth. 

Fourth street, east of Welsh, is an aris- 
tocratic quarter, and that section scouts 
the story of the ghost, but the speechless 
rider of the silent horse is never seen 
on tho partician end ofxthat highway, 
always coming into view aft\ Welsh street, 
riding like a Jehu over Market street and 
disappearing, like a flash at the market 
house, the site of the old jail of Colonial 
days. 

The section of Fourth street west of Mar- 
Ket is not partricien, but on the contrary 
full of Plidbs, and, all believe in the 
“ghost,” for they swear that they have 
seen the horse and rider. Tinderbox Row, 
a block of houses in a court opposite the 
site of the old jail, has often figured in 
local police annals and has a big roster 
of ghosts of its own, has likewise seen 
the resurrected spectre that was a ter- 
ror in others years, and colored people are, 
therefore, safely housed before midnight. 
If not, they quake in their shoes in the 
short walk off Market street to the old 
court. 


It may not have any bearing upon the 
host story that the distance from Tinder- 
ox Row to a half-dozen saloons is limited, 
or that a pipe line from the brewery would 
save valuable time; but the ghost is seen 
to disappear in the street ——— that 
oint, and affidavits thereof wil 

he apparition is frightening some people 
into being good, anyway. which is one 
ot scored on the missionaries who labor 
there. 


The Old 
Wilson Tragedy. 


With all its host of “ghosts,” Chester 
has had but one spectre to ride a horse, 


and that uneasy spirit is William Wiison, 
who lived in the period of the American 
revolution. Elizabeth Wilson, a pretty girl 
from East Brasford, Chester County, came 
to Chester to visit relatives at the Indian 
Queen, and there met a gay boarder, an 
ex-colonel of the American army, who paid 
her marked attention. But he basely re- 
jected his vows and deserted the fair young 
woman and her twin baby boys. 

A few months later the bodies of the 
infants were found in the woods, and Eliza- 
beth Wilson was tried for murder in 
Chester’s old courthouse and convicted. Not 
a word in explanation of the death of 
her children could the prisoner be urged 
to utter, and the court fixed Wednesday, 
Dec. 7, 178, as the day of execution. 

Everybody deserted the young mother 
save one young man. That was William 
Wilson, her brother. He was a farm hand 
in Lancaster County, and late in the 
fall of 178 he suddenly became impressed 
with the feeling that he must go to 
Chester, He knew not why, but yielded 
to the impression, and upon reaching the 
county seat along the Dalaware river, 
heard for the first time the story cf his 
sister’s arrest, trial and conviction. His 
entreaties unsealed her lips, and she told 
him that the father of the children was the 
murderer. 

A respite from the court stayed the exe- 
cution, and Wilson hastened to lay the 
story detailed TY his sister before the exe- 
cutive council of Philadelphia. He was 
unable to secure an interview until the 
morning of the day set for the execu- 
tion, when he secured a reprieve signed by 
Dr. Franklin. Jumpin into the saddle 
on Chestnut street, Wilson began a mem- 
orable ride to Chester. Heavy rains had 
greatly swollen the streams, and the 
ferry was not Teing operated over the 
Schuylkill; but horse and rider plunged in, 
and after a heroic struggle reached the 
other shore. All the creeks had to be 
forded, and Wilson's progress was every- 
where retarded. 


Too Late With 


His Reprieve. 

In the meantime the procession was pre- 
paring to move to the place of execution. 
The sheriff delayel his grim duties until 
the last minute, while sympathetic men and 
women posted themselves along the 


Queen's road to signal Wilson's coming. 
Noon came, and the wagon that formed the 
scaffold was pulled beneath the unhappy 
woman, but as she fell a signal came 
from a faroff watcher, and a few minutes 
later William Wilson, on a mud-stained 
horse, rode up waving a paper frantically 
and calling ‘‘Reprieve!’’ 

Then with a ae cry as his eyes 
caught the sight of the limp form dang- 
ling from the rope, he fell in a swoon 
from which he was aroused an hour later, 
gray-haired, an old man in a day. Years 
afterward a long-bearded hermit died in 
his cabin on a mountain in Dauphin Coun- 
ty. He was William Wilson. 

For years the people of Chester talked 
of the double tra y, and upon the anni- 
versary of the trial the superstitious saw 
a spectral rider gallop at midnight on 
Fourth street and disappear at the old 
jail. At long iatervals he was seen on the 


game fruitless journey; but the story and 


the rider would have remained forgotten 
or unknown by the great majority of Ches- 
ter people had not the tre resumed 
his ostly dash along the street wpon 
which once stood old jail in which 
Elizabeth Wilson A/was a prisoner. 

Singularly enough, after the visit of the 
“ghost’’ on a white horse an arrest for 
some deed of blood has always followed tn 
that neighborhood. Two Philadelsahia mur- 
derers were found taking ref there; a 
dozen shooting and stabbing afffrays have 
occurred on the street and Albert West 
came from a house in that quarter a few 
minutes before he shot and killed Officer 
Mark W. Allen. In view of these coinci- 
dences the assertion that the spectre of 
William Wilson has reappeared gives a 
strong flavor of police iftterest.

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Miss Clara De Brave, Principal Bene- 
ficiary Under Will of Late 
James McDowell. 
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OWNER OF FAMOUS TAVERN. 


Employes of the Tavern Get Busi- 
ness—-Widow Separated From 
McDowell for Years. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Cutting off his 
aged widow with a paltry sum, the terms 
of the will of James McDowell, owner of 
the famous Foghorn Tavern, give to Miss 
Clara de Brave, a handsome young woman 
of LElariem, a fortune which ts estimated 
between $190,000 and $150,000 by her attor- 
neys. To the employes of the tavern falls 
possession of that establishment, contain- 
ing, as it does, a stock of liquors valued 
at thousands of dollars and furnishings, 
including a collection of bronze statuttes 
and bric-a-brac. 

McDowell Gied last March at the age of 
67. His bequests to the beautiful girl and 
his employes did not become known till 
yesterday, when his will was filed by the 
executor. 

Miss De Brave lives with her widowed 
mother and brother in a modest little 
apartment building at No. 120 West Nine- 
ty-fourth street. Her face was flushed 
and her eyes sparkled when she learned of 
the great fortune that had been given her. 
She says she is nearly 2 years old. She 
is of fine tigure and blonde. She said that 
Mr. Hershfield had cautioned her not to 
tulk. 

From other persons it was learned that 
Miss de Brave has been a favorite ever 
since she was 4 years of age with the old 
man, who so generously endowed her with 
his wealthy. Of late years ple believed 
her to be his adop daughter, but such 
was not the case. Her father and her ben- 
efactor were old-time friends and the for- 
mer dying several years ago ashed his 
friend to keep an eye on his child. How 
well he did it is neighborhood talk in Har- 


lem now. 

The Fog Horn Tavern is worth a fortune. 
McDowell's income from that was more 
than he could spend. He did not own the 
building, which was at Twenty-third street 
and Ninth avenue, but had it under least. 
This lease has 18 more years to run, when 
it may be renewed. 

Robert Forbes and Charles Brady are the 
employes at the place to whom the business 
has been left. Forbes has been employed 
there for 18 years, weenie at first for 
Philip McDowell, who established the tay- 
ern at the close of the war. 

Brady is a young man and went to work 
as a boy for McDowell. 

Little is known of the widow of McDow- 
ell. Her home, it is believed, is in chis 
city, though no one seéms to know where. 
For 30 years she and McDowell had been 
separated, but not divorced. 

In addition to $1000 in cash, McDowell 
orders that one-third interest In a $40,000 

roperty at 141 West Broadway be given 

is wife. To other relatives he leaves $3000, 
the Foghorn Tavern and all its furnishin 
of several floors are to be owned by the 
two bartenders, and all the residue, per- 
sonal and real, including the two-thirds 
interest In the West Broadway House, go 
to Mis De Brave. 

Since 1864 the Fog Horn Tavern has been 
owned by the McDowells. In fact, Phillip 
McDowell in that year opened the place 
upon his return from the war. At that 
time the Hudson river encroached almost 
to Ninth avenue, and was quite danger- 
ous to navigation. owing to the fog, and 
fog bells and horns were important insti- 
tutions, and it was from these that the 
tavern was named. Many stories are still 
told of the Fog Horn Tavern’s earlier 
days, when it was frequented by the fash- 
fonables and public rsonages. It was a 
great center for artists of every descrip- 
tion and flourished under the patronage 
which clung to it until wee recent years, 
though it still maintains a thriving appear- 
ance. 

Attorney Hershfield said last night that 
Miss De Brave's interet in the estate would 
be more than $100,000 and might bly 
be as much as $150,000. He declin to tell 
the interesting story of the di tion of 
the great fortune, saying also that he had 
ordered his client not to talk. 


CAR BUILDERS ON EXHIBITION 


Model of Factories Which Make St. 
Louis Famous Will Be a Feature 
of Labor Carnival July 25. 


Street car building is an industry in 
which St. Louis leads the world. A small 
working model of one of the big shops 
will be on exhibition at the carnival to 
be given at Handlan’s Park, July 25 to 
Aug. 2, by labor organizations. Skilled 
workmen will be engaged in building 
models of modern cars and suitable 
prizes will be offered for the most per- 
fect production. 

About 75 years ago the single truck, 
mule-propelled, bobtailed street car came 
into existence, and was regarded as a 
curiosity. They are used now only as 
children’s playhouses and lunch stands. 
As a means of transportation they have 
been replaced by the electrical contriv- 
a 


ces. 
Following the mule car came the ca- 
ble, then the storage battery car was 
tried but proved unsuccessful, 

From three to five men from each of the 
10 separate departments of manufacture 
that a car undergoes before completion 
will be at work in the model factory. The 
first operation is laying the bottom, then 
the floor and sides are put together; then 
building the rafters, making the panels, 
finishing the inside, painting, rigging and 
electrical apparatus and mounting the 
car on trucks, all very interesting and 
careful operations. 

The latest style and model of interur- 
ban cars will be built on the grounds. 
Sleeping, parlor and express cars are 
now propelled by electricity, equaling 
the speed made the fastest express 
trains. The electric lighting. automatic 
air brakes and automatic fenders are the 
most pronounced improvements on this 
style of cars.

Says Father Was Overthrown in Up.

MILWAUKEE, Wis, June 27.—“Prines*® 
Nanzeta di Velasco, who tells a romantie 
story and claims direct descent from Mone 
tezurmma, the most powerful of Mexico's 
ancicnt rulers, and who says he now aspires 
to govern Guatemala, arrived in Milwaukee 
yesterday and was a guest at the Repub- 
lican House, Dark complexioned, with long 
black hair surmounted by a Panama hat 


that of a woman, and delicate though clear~ 
cnt features, he was a noticeable figure ip 
the hotel. 

His fingers were adorned with a dozen of 
more rings from which diamonds and opals 
gleamed and flashed as the restieas hands 
brougiit them in contact with tke sunlight, 
He wears on his vest a richly designed pin 
engraved with curious characters, ond he 
brings with him trunks enough to satisfy 
the most aspiring of actresses. 

But the “prince” is not recognized as 
a ruler by the majority of citizens of his 
native country, and although he says his 
father, Gonzales Velasco, was head of the 
government before the first of the series 
of revolutions broke out, and is now d 
the young man has so far been un 
to fulfill his ambitions. The republie 

overnment changes as often as te 
ngs happen, and Velasco says he hopes 
soon to provide his friends there means 
to place him on the place he claims 
ancestors Once occupied. The story he 
tells is a strange one. 

‘Since the beginning of the eighteenth 
century,” he said, “my family, which if 
directly descended from the great Monte- 
zuma, ruled in Guatemala. There were 
often small disturbances, as must arise 
when the common people are not much 
better than cattle, and have no more ime 
telligence than the boasts in the field. 

“But in 1860 there was a great upris- 
ing several months after my father had 
succeeded my grandfather as leader. The 
government was completely overturned 
and a sort of democracy, which in reali 
is as much an absolute monarchy as 
Russia, was established. The people 
were frightened into submission and it 
is probable that two-thirds of them 
would now take no hand against the 
present system. Four years ago last J 
uary my father decided to try to regal 
his rights, and started a war for that 
purpose. ? 

“Before we were fully organised our 
followers were routed, my father and 
mother assassinated, and I myself ¢s- 
caped from our home only after a series 
of terrible adventures. In the course o 
one of these I Ireceived a bad sword wo 
in the forehead and another in the cheek, 
the scara still being there. A decree 
was issued banishing me from the coun- 
try. and I hurried over into Mexico, 
“While there I became involved in @ 
quarrel with an officer of the Mexi 
army and shot him almost on the st 
of the capitol. As it was a capital offe 
there to assault an officer, made al 
speed to get out of the ee ae 
came up initio the United States. fy 
not given up hope of returning to my 
country and I will attempt to supply 
my followers with suitable weapons. e 
reason Central American wars dont 
amount to much its on account of lack 
of arms and ammunition, and if 
can be imported the rest is not difficult.” 

Velasco, who also claims to have ine 
herited the title of Count di Incas, left 
Milwaukee last evening for Madison, 
where he will stay a few days with 


friends whom he knew In Guatemala.

Harvey Logan rose to be the leader of 
this gang, which included “Bob” Lee, Har- 
ry Longbaugh,. Kilpatrick and a half-breed 
named Robinson. 


Bands Have Success 
for a Short Time. 


The bandits operated most successfully 
until they made the raid on the Butte 
County bank at Belle Fouche, S. D., when 
the Pinkertons got after them. The raid 
was made in June, 1897, and Harvey Logan 
was arrested. He escaped from the Dead- 
wood iail in October of the same year. 
The gang made several smaller raids, 
which were successful, and in June, 1899, 
they held up a Union Pacific train at Wil- 
cox, Wyo., securing a large amount of 
plunder. A _ sheriff's posse came up with 
them as Casper, Wyo., and Sheriff Joseph 
Hazen was killed in the fight. Logan 
reached the famous ‘‘Hole in the Wall’ 
and escaped. 

Nearly a2 year after the train robbery 
“Broken Nose’’ George Curry was killed 
at Thompson, Utah. while resisting arrest. 
Harvey ard “Lonny” Logan were with 
him, but they got away after killing two 
men. ‘“‘Lonny” Logan and hig cousin, 
Bob Lee, went to Harlem, Mont., where 
they opened a saloon and where they 
planned to rob the Great Northern ex- 
press train. Harvey Logan was to lead 
the gang. 

Learning that they were under suspicion 
they fled. 

“Lonny’’ Logan was traced to his old 
home in Dodson, Mo., where he was killed 
while resisting arrest on Feb. 28, 1900, by 
Pinkerton detectives and Kansas City po 
licemen. 


He Came to .- 
Grief at Knoxville. 


But Harvey Logan got away. He or- 
ganized another gang and held up the 
Union Pacific express near Tipton, Wyo., 
in 1901, securing $83,500 in unsigned bank 
notes. The necessary signatures were 
forged and thousands of dollars were real- 
ized. Then followed a chase for him that 
extended Over Wyoming, Utah, New Mex- 
ico, Arizona and back to Montana, while 
the railroads were in constant fear of an- 
other raid. 

The wily outlaw decided to seek a 
less open country. After the Memphis 
affair he hid in Knoxville, Tenn., and a 
saloon row led to his. arrest. Two 
policemen attempted to arrest him for 
an ordinary bar room brawl. He shot 
them both. held up everybody in the 
place and, by backing out of the rear 
door, he escaped by vaulting over a 
fence into a railroad cut 80 feet deep. 
He was arrested two days later, on 


Dec. 138, 1901, exhausted from cold, 
hunger and exposure, havin lost his 
revolver when he jumped. was not 
until long afterward that he was iden- 
tified as Harvey Logan. He is one of 
three survivors of the “Wild Bunch” 
gang and the only one out of prison.

GIAL’S BRAVERY 
ATH OF OUTLAW 


Rescued Her Father From the Last of 
the Notorious Harcee 
Band. 


HELENA, Mont., June 27.—With one ex- 
ception, the Hardee band, four of whom 
effected a daring jail delivery at Glasgow 
on June 6, have suffered violent deaths. 
Jumes McKinrey, the latest victim, having 
been shot down by John Darnell, who 
found the outlaw hiding in his :cehouse. 

Only through the bravery of his young 
daughter, Grace, was Darrell able to over- 
come McKinney, and the girl is a heroine 
in the eyes of the peuple of Montana. 

The body of McKinney was brought to 
Glasgow and delivered to the coroner, who 
had just finished the burial services over 
the body of Jack Brown. a member of 
the band who was lynched by citizens of 
Glasgow. William E. Hardee, the leader 
of the band, was buried by Sheriff Cosner’s 
posse at the spot where he was killed. 

After Hardee was killed McKinney 
worked his way back to the Missouri river 
and succeeded in reaching Darnell’s ranch 
without being observed. He remained in 
hiding until 7 o’clock in the evening, when 
Darnell, having occasion to visit his ice- 
house, discovered the fugitive. 

McKinney at once attempted to shoot 
the rancher, but by great good fortune his 
Mfle failed to work. He tried repeatedly 
to get a cartridge into it, but could not. 

Darnell's daughter came out of the house 
and taking in the situation at a glance, 
dashed into the house and got her father’s 
loaded gun and brought it to him. Posi- 
tions then being reversed, Darnell ordered 
McKinney to hold up his hands, The fugi- 
tive refused and attempted to make his 
escape. Darnell fired a bullet, which struck 
McKinney in the right arm. He fell to the 
ground but Ne gy got up. 

The ranchman, desiring to give him every 
possible chance, to 
surrender. 

I'l) dle before I'll surrender!"’ cried Mc- 
Kinney, and again he started to run. 

Darnell then fired a second time. The 
bullet struck McKinney in the back, in- 
flicting a fatal wound. 

McKinney lived for three hours, and was 
conscious all the time, but refuse to talk 
much. He said that Hardee lived only 
three minutes after he was shot. 

McKinney had a brother living at Cul- 
bertson, who is known to be peaceable and 
law-abiding. He was informed of his 
brother's death. 

McKinney was waiting trial on a charge 
of burglary at the time of his escape. Un- 
til last year he-bore a good repiftation. 

Pierce, the fourth member of the band, 
has not been heard of, and in spite of the 
fierce chase that has been kept up con- 
tinuously no trace of him has been found.

FAST TRAIN TESTS ON 
PRUSSIAN RAILWAY 


Contests Between Steam and Electric 


Locomotives Create Interest 
in the Monorail. 


LONDON, June 27.—The Prussian state 
railways between Hamburg, Hanover and 
Berlin will shortly conduct an interesting 
competition between steam and electrically 
hauled trains. The leading locomotive 
builders and electrical firms of Germany 
have been invited by the state to submit 
designs and specifications for steam orf 
electric locomotives or motor cars capable 
of making 100 miles an hour with a light 
load, and 90 miles an hour on ordinary 


traffic. 

The tests will be a continuation of the 
trials of high speed electric trains on the 
Prussian standard gatvige military line be- 
tween Eerlin and Zessen, which have 
been arranged on account of the decision 
to increase the speed of trains between 
Hamburg,, Hanover and Berlin. 

Elaborate reports have just been pub- 
lished of the Berlin to Zossen tests. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that 
this is a line of only 14 miles, and is prac- 
tically. straight, and without any curves 
or a radius less than 6660 feet, and no 
radients steeper than one in 200. In the

Suffer- 
ers from melancholia show a large per- 
centage, but the largest percentage—75—

Thomas A. Cleage and J. Ogden Ar- 
mour Contesting for Supremacy 
in Wheat. 


ST. LOUIS THE FIELD OF FIGHT 


Chicago Bear, Enraged by St. Louis 
Bull’s July Sqeeze, Starts a Sell- 
ing Movement in Wheat. 


By GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


The sensational bull markets in wheat 
have apparently developed a desperate con- 
test for supremacy between the two lead- 
ing speculative operators in the two lead- 
ing and rival markets of this country. Thos. 
A. Cleage of St. Louis and J. Ogden Ar- 
mour are now believed to be arrayed 
against one another and a fight to a finish 
begun. The publication of the fact that 
the St. Louis bull had forced Armour to 
settle his sales of July wheat in. the St. 
Louis market, and that at the St. Louls 
man’s terms, is said to have bitterly en-} 
raged the big Chicago manipulator. He has 
strenuously denied that any such settle- 
ment as the newspapers reported had been 
made. That Armour has determined to, 
show the world that he cannot be beaten 
in a game in which he has shown he is a 
past master is evidenced by his turning 
his batteries upon the market which Chl- 
cago has practically controlled since the 
bull campaign was started in the St. Louis 
market. It has been the belief of the trade 
here for some time past that Armour was 
largely short in this market, and the July 
settlements for his account proved this to 
be a fact. but it was the enormous selling 
of the September option on Friday for Chi- 
cago account that induced the idea that 
Armour had started a selling movement 
here with the intention of swamping the 
St. Louis bull with the wheat he poured 
upon him. 


The outcome of such a contest can only 
be guessed at. A continuance of the ab- 
normal weather conditions which have 
so far strongly favored the bull side 
would give Cleage an advantage that 
all the’ short selling that could possibly 
be effected could not offset, in fact only 
strengthening the bull's side, if he Is 
only @ble to meet margin calls. Given a 
wet a ween in winter wheat in con- 
junction with the already assured short- 
age in the contract grade of this market, 
and also an enormous speculative short- 
age in the market, would eventually lead 
to an explosion when the shorts attempt- 
ed to cover that would force prices to 
a level away above the dollar mark. A 
continuance of drouth in the Northwest 
and a certainty or even a prospect fora 
short spring wheat crop would keep bull 
sentiment keyed up to such a pitch that 
the speculation excited would run over 
and a@way with half a dozen Armours’ 
short selling. Another fact to be taken 
into consideration is this, that the ele- 
vatop Moacity in St. Louls is Iimited. 
wheat dould be furnished, even if that 
much wheat can be brought here, and 
it 9 naeey robable that all that amount 
It is doubtful if room for 6,000,000 bu 
will be contract grade. On the other 
hand favorable weather in winter and 
spring wheat regions might result in a 
rush of the former to this rnarket, as 
such an operator as Armour would divert 
to St. Louis all the contract grade he 
could lay his hands on, no matter how 
far afield he might have to go to obtain 
it, and a great movement to this mar- 
ket might weaken the 8t. Louis bull’s 
position; and enough rain tn the North- 
west to relieve apprehension rezgardin 
damage to spring wheat might start suc 
a sell out by general bull speculation 
that no one man could prevent a col- 
laps®&. And there is always the chance 
that some of the other big longs here 
may determine to quit suddenly and 
throw their holdings upon the market.

The effect of such a contest as is prob- 
able upon the jegitimate situation is only 
too certain. Already it is all out of shape 
and the great advance that has taken place 
having practically § killed the export 
business and nearly so domestic trade, 
this in both wheat and flour. When July 
wheat in St. Louis sells within 6% of the 
same option in Liverpool, it must be ad- 
mitted that one market or the other is 
badly out of line and prices for the new 
crop option In St. Louls relatively higher 
than any other market in this counSy are 
abnormal to say the least. The milling 
trade do not dare make engagements for 
future shipments of flour while such a con- 
dition confronts them, and the exporters 
and domestic handlers of cash wheat are 
in the same position. Speculation itself has 
become alarmed and many traders are pull- 
ing out of the market. afraid to take 
oP neces on such a dangerous market.

Has More Millions to Try Again if He Loses, but Favors

Seagoing Schooners as Competitors So They May 


Be Used Afterward.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—At the lun- 
cheon in the White House in honor of Sir 
Thomas Lipton he, caused much surprise 
when he said that if he should. win the 
American Cup this time it would represent 
an investment of considerably more than 

If he again failed to win it he said he 
had still more millions to spend in the effort 
to lift it. . 

Sir Thomas said it would cost him a little 
more than $1,000,000 to compete for the cup 
this year. This was partly due, he ex- 
plained, to the fact that he had brought 
over the two challengers and had had both 
of them in commission for months. 

Each yacht has a crew of sixty men, 
who are the best to be had, and the cost 
of keeping them in commission a month 
represents a smal] fortune. 

Sir Thomas did not say what Shamrock 
III cost him to build, but intimated that it 
was close to $500,000. 

To the cost of the new yacht must be ad- 
ded the cost of keeping the other in com- 
mission, and the expense of the Erin, in 
which her owner entertains in lavish style. 


To Spend Million 
in This Attempt. 


The combined expenses of his trial for the 
cup this year, Sir Thomas said, would 
reach $1,000,000 and probably more. His two 
previous attempts to get the cup cost him 
a@ little more than that figure. 

In contrast with the cost to the chal- 
lenger, it was stated by one of the mem- 
bers of the party that the Reliance syn- 
dicate had invested but 3300,000 in the De- 
fender, and that this amount was expended 
to cover all expenses. 


Following the question of the.cost, there 


was an informal discussion as to the ad- 
visability of adopting sea-going schooners 
in future cup races. 

Sir Thomas strongly favors this tea, 
though he has said that he will abide by 
the decision of the New York Yacht Club. 
it was a sea-going schooner which brought 
the cup to this country. 

The British changed the style of the 
contest in an effort to regain the cup, 
by sending over a cutter to compete for 
it. That style of yacht was new on this 
side of the water. and it was met with 
a sloop from which thepresent90-footers 
have been evolved. They are built for 
wind and not for weather, and Reliance 
and Shamrock III are believed to repre- 
sent the very highest degr ree of perfec- 
tion in that direction dttle change, 
it is said, could be made in building 
yachts along these lines for future cup 
races. 


Yachts Worthless 
When Races End. 


More than that, the yachts are 80 ex- 
pensive that only millionaires can build 
them, and their value is gone when the 
last race of the series is sailed. 

Everything is sacrificed to speed, and 
they cannot even be rebuilt so that they 


can be used-for cruising. 

Therefore, win or lose, Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton considers that time ts ripe for the 
adoption of schooners which can brave 
any sea and can cross the ocean under 
their own sail, instead cf having to be 
towed across. 

With the introduction of schooners, it is 
thought many wealthy persons would 
build boats to compete for the honor of 
defending or challenging for the cup, as 
Soe could be subsequently used for ocean 
crulsing 

The acts would then become more a test 
of seamanship than they are now, and Sir 
Thomas believes the interest in ahe con- 
test would be greatly stimu.ated. The dis- 
tance could be increased and ‘the races 
could be sailed in any kind of weather, for 
the rougher the weather, the keener would 
be the sport.

-Proposed e: Cheers on Board the 
Kearsatge for the President and 
Anierican People. 


KIEL, June 8—At the breakfast on 
,gboard the Kea‘sarge, given by Admiral 
Cotton to Emp:ror Willlam today, there 
were many distinguished guests, among 
them Ambassador Tower. In toasting the 
Emperor Admhal Cotton referred to the 
large-hearted hospitality that had made 
every hour of the American's presence in 
German waters pleasant. Since he had 
met the: Emperor, he understood why his 
subjects vr -re s0 devoted to him. The 
feeling ot the 4drniral and his men was 
that wherever his majesty led the Germans 
would follow. The admiral then proposed 
the heaith of the Emperor. 

Replying, Emperor Wiliiam said he hoped 

tever impressions the admiral and his 
bone hed’ received, they had been no 
more than they expected. Eight years had 
elapsed since the imperial ensign was first 
flown ffom an American warship, the New 
York. ‘He remembered vividly the agree- 
able incidents of that visit and now he was 
to afid these to the things that were not to 
be forgotten. The only thing was that ihe 
were too {Ar apart. He was convinced that 
whenever the stars and stripes and the roy- 
ai standard met they would together sym- 
bolize peace and civilization. 

The Emperor then called for threee cheéxs 

for the President and the people of the 
; Stats. 
Unt the conclusion of the breakfast the 
Emperor informed Ambassador Tower that 
he wished to give a medal to each of the 
three mariens who stood behind his chair. 

“Would there be any impropriety, your 
exca@llency, in my doing so?” asked the 
art am sorry to say that our regulations 
do not permit it,’’ replied Mr. Tower. 

“Then,” said the Emperor, “Il would like 
to give them watches, just as souvenirs. 

“That, sir,” answered the ambassador, 
‘tis also impossible. They, equally with 
myself, are servants of the country, and 
could not accept.’ i 

“And I cannot even give them a pencil, 

mtinued the Emperor. 

“No, your majesty,’’ said Mr. Tower. 

Then,’’ said Emperor William, ‘“‘tell 
them that I have the disposition to do so.’’ 

Admiral Cotton. after the Emperor left 
the ship, told the three marines, in the 
presence of the officers of the ship, what 
the Emperor had said. 

The Emperor has presented the Kear- 
garge with a silver punch bow! and cover, 
about 16 inches high and more than two 
feet wide.

The American machine tool is seen every- 
where in English workshops. At the great 
Woolwich Arsenal fifty annealing furnaces 
are in use. The Sheffield itself, the home 
of English tools, the makers are now using 
American apparatus and patterns any pay- 
ing American inventors heavy royalties. 
Moreover, the writer of this book declares 
that what is true of England is also true 
of her colonies, where American goods, par- 
ticularly manufactures of steel and iron, 
are crowding out the Fnglish. 

Secking to account for this state of things 
the writer says that the Americgn business 
man i8 more enterprising and Works harder 
than his English competitor, and that the 
American workman does more work for 
the same money than his English cousin. 
But above all, he lays stress on the high 
tariff which has enabled Américan manufac- 
turers to hold their own market securely 
against foreign competition and make such 
high profits out of the American people 
that they cah afford to dump their surplus 
products into British markets at prices that 
defy English competition. And it is this 
condition of affairs which has created the 
public feeling about the decline of British 
manufactures and commerce to which Mr. 
Chamberlain's ‘professional tariff’ plan is 


match firm, which had no competition and 
paid dividends of 20 per cent per annum, 
were driven out of the field by the Ameri- 
can Match Trust. Having shown Bryant & 
May that they could take their market 
away from them by selling better matches 
at cheaper prices, the trust offered to take 
over their factories and guarantee them 
interest of 14 per cent on their agreed 
value.

“The most serious aspect of the American 
invasion,”’ says the author, “is that nearly 
every new industry created in England for 
fifteen years past is under American con- 
trol.

“Take ‘the typewriter. Machines are 
brought to England from New York and 
Boston to the average value of considerably 
over £4000 a week. The cost of the raw 
material used in the typewriter is compara- 
tively trivial, and the greater part of this 
outlay goes to high wages for skilled labor. 
Time after time English firms have endeay- 
ored to acquire this trade, but in vain.

CHILDREN AT NIGHT WORK. 
Josephine C. Goldmark in June Charities. 

Of all the mooted problems attending 
child labor probably none is viewed with 
greater unanimity than the question of 
night work for children. Nothing short of 
inhumanity, would one think, could fall 
to be moved by the Inherent cruelty of 
setting a child or a young person to work 
at night. The subtle appeal of helplessness 
should be the child's strongest weapon of 
' defense, especially against the breach of 
Sv inviolable a law of nature—against ex- 
Pluitation of that particular season of 
childish dependence which is sacred to 
sleep. 

Yet the various States authorize, by tacit 
or express permission, every gradation of 
night labor, from the cruel period of 12 
hours at night for girls of 13 in the Penn- 
sylvania mills, and eight hours at night for 
orphans of 10 years in the mills of Ala- 
bama, to the sweeping prohibition of all 
work after 7 p .m. for children under i6 
in the admirable new law of Illinois. Even 
in this, however, the newsboys and boot- 
blacks of Chicago are ignored. 

If the Saturday half holiday is advisable 
it should be granted outright, and not be 
earned. by overwork on some other day. 
No exception to the laws of labor hours is 
more open to abuse than this one, authoriz- 
ing overwork to gain a holiday which, in 
the end, may not be granted. 

If the Christmas season is not to remain 
a bitter mockery for thousands of working 
children the obnoxious exception which 
permits overwork in the stores during De- 
cember must be wiped off the statutes. The 
wrongs of factory children escape general 
attention because comparatively few out- 
siders come in contact with them, but the 
general public is in daily contact with the 
children working in the stores.

Thore was quite a discharge of books 
frum the literary clearing house last week. 
Amvung the new books to get out in the 
clear was David R. Francis’ own story of 
his conquest of Europe. 

It is entitled “A Tour of Europe in 
Nineteen Days," embossed in red on a 
green back. It is a volume of 109 pages, 
and ig nine inches long and six inches 
wide. Owen Wister’s “The Virginian,” the 
most popular book of the last two sea- 
gons, measures Only 5x7 inches, and 
Alice Hegan’s “The Cabbage Patch,” next 
in favor among recent books, only goes 
3144x4% inches. This gives Mr. Francis an 
edge on his literary contemporaries not 
to be eneezed at. 

This is the first book the president of 
the Louisiana Furchase Exvosition has 
ever written. It entirely disproves the old 
fallacy that a litterateur must shoot away 
a great deal of ammunition before he can 
hope to ring the belles-lettres for a bull’s 
eye. 

In literatures in everything else, 
Mr. Francis makes a bull's eye the very 
first time. The coldest obstacle melts be- 
fore a skill so versatile as his. It really 
isn’t uny use oppesing 4 man who can 
git down to a dinner in France speaking 
nothing but Iénglish and can pick up 
enough French from the menu ecard during 
the meal to make a corking after-dinner 
speech in the Parisian’s own tongue. 

“\ Tour of Europe in Nineteen Days” 
might be sald to occupy an intermediate 
ground in literature.

This show of power, following their 
prompt acceptance and payment for 95,009 
bales on Friday as if they were a mere 
bagatelle, removed the last doubt as to 
whether the New Orleans men would 
‘make good.’’ Ten millions in cash are re- 
quired to finance the deal. 

Until Friday there has heen doubt on the 
floor of the Cotton Exchange of the finan- 
cial ability of the Brown element to take 
care of all the cotton that would be dumped 
on them on delivery day. Relying on this 
anticipated weakness, the heavy selling 
continued right up to Friday morning, the 
first notice day for the delivery of July cot- 
ton. The notices had hardly begun to fly 
around before the Brown crowd made it 
apparent that they were prepared to accept 
all the cotton offered. 


Hold Shorts at 
Their Mercy. 


The Brown crowd have the shorts abso- 
lutely at their mercy. It is well understood 
now that Brown has it in his power to 
force prices up to almost any figure he 
chooses. 

“Tet them close the mills,”’ said one of 
the Brown men today. “It won't be dis- 
astrous to us. Mr. Brown and his asso- 
clates now control practically all the spot 
cotton in the United States, and the 
bulk of it was bought at prices much 
below the present price. The talk about a 
disastrous finish to this movement is all 
absurd. Brown cannot losé. He is the 
master of the situation, and until the new 
cotton crop is put on the market will have 
everything his own way. s 

“The mills are closing, not because the 


they cannot get the cotton they require. 
There is in the United States today a vis- 
ible supply of only 300,000 bales of cotton. 
This time last year there were 465,000 bales 


of cotton in sight.

Brown 4nd his associates own the 
entire supply of 57,000 bales in New Or- 
leans and by their acceptance of 95,000 bales 
here on Friday became the owners of much 
more than half the supply in New York. 

The winnings cf the Brown party were 
said today to be at least $10,000,000. They 
have bought, it is believed by the best 
authorities, five times as much cotton as 
there is in the country, and when settle- 
ment day comes many New York shofts, it 
is expected, will be hit disastrously. 

The Brown men declared today that no 
matter if the cotton mills did shut down 
Brown could afford to sell his entire hold- 
ings of cotton as low as 10 cents and 
still be a winner by more than a million. 


Brown has bought July cotton since 
last August, in great blocks, at prices 
as low as 7% cents, and his paper profits 
on the deal are enormous. 

In the face of the culmination of the 
Brown deal reports came today from 
many mills in New England that they 
were shutting down until lower prices 
of cotton should prevail. Many other 
mills are running only four days a week. 
On the other hand, one or two mills were 
shown to have bought cotton at the 
present prices, having contracts to fill 
which must be met or a penalty suffered. 


How Brown 
Figures It Out. 


The position of the Brown clique can 
be shown by the following figures: There 
is now in the United States in port cit- 
ies and in 31 counted cities, as the cot- 
ton men figure it, 300,000 bales of cotton 
in round numbers. 

In New Orleans there are 59,411 bales 
of cotton, all owned by the Brown party. 

In New York there are 164,000 bales, 
most of which has been accumulating 
here since the middle of March, and is 
owned by the great spot cotton firm of 
McFadden Bros. 

Out of this 164,000 must come the 95,- 
000 bales delivered to the Brown forces 
on Friday, the first notice day for July 
sales. That every bale of the remain- 
ing 69,000 bales will be offered to the 
Brown party tomorrow and Tuesday, 
both of which are notice days, is consid- 
ered a foregoine conclusion by cotton 
men,

PONCA SUN DANCE 
HEARING. AN END 


College Graduates Join With Old 
Warriors in Celebration of This 
Barbarous Feast. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., June 27.—The sun dance 
of the Ponca Indians, which has been in 
progress for a week in the Ponca Indian 
reservation, north of this city, will soon 
come to a close with the celebration of 
the great feast, participated in by all mem- 
bers of the Ponca and visiting tribes. 

It has been asserted time and time again 
that the goverriment will not permit the 
holding of these dances another year, but, 
with a tenacity that is peculiar to all peo- 
ple in their religious observances, the 
Poncas continue to dance, uninterrupted by 
the government. 

The principal dance was that of Sunday 
last, when more than two thousand Ponca 
Indians participated, and, surrounding 
them, were many members of the Mis- 
souris, Tonkawae, Osages, Kaws, Otoes, 
Pawnees and North Dakotas. 

Thousands of white persons attended It, 
it being estimated that every state in the 
union was represented in the immense 
crowd that gathered to see this annual 
event tn Ponca religious history. 

Their sun dance means “plenty”; there- 
fore the custom of giving presents. 
Although the sun dance js the fulfillment 
of a superstitious belief among the’ In- 
diana, none become too well educated or 


too old to indulge his belief and enter into 
the dance with the full foree of his en- 


ergy.

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SHAW KNOCKS OUT 
THE SILVER TRUST 


Secretary Saves Several Thousand 
Dollars by Shrewd Deal for 
White Metal.

WASHNGTON, June  27.—Secretary 
Shaw today saved the state department 
nearly $40,000, made several thousand 
dollars for the treasury department, and 
punched a hole in the silver trust, all at 
one move. 

The world’s output of silver is now 
absolutely controlled by an international 
combine which, under the stimulus given 
the market by the large purchases for 
the new Philippine coinage, has forced 
the price up to 53 cents an ounce. The 
syndicate has been preparing to make 


a further advance. 

More silver was neéded to complete 
tae Philippine conage, Dut Mint Director 
Roberts kept away from the market 
i..rough fear of senaing the price so 
high that the silver in the new coins 
would be of more yalue than their face. 
in the end, he probably would have 
been forced to accept the syndicate’s 
terms but for Mr. Shaw's shrewd move. 
The award in the Pious- fund case, 
amounting to $1,428,000, was recently de- 
osited in the Mexican bank to the cred- 
t of Ambassador Clayton. Payment was 
madé in Mexican dollars on a basis of 
49 cents an ounce for silver.

The three corners and the included ter- 
ritory are called “Pest Hole of St. 
Louis,” by as well-posted an authority 
on criminal centers as Father Coffey, rec- 
tor of 8t. John’s parish. 

, And the corner or Jefferson and Olive is 
the bull's eye of the suggested circle. 

The three corners named are the three 
greatest transfer points of St. Louis strect 
Especially in the even- 
are crowded with hu- 
manity, many of the passengers young 
girls on their way home from work. To 
the right of them, to the left of them, 
in front of them and behind them, as they 
await the cars that shall carry them to 
their homes, are these dozen and more sa- 
leons and their frequenters, night after 
night and day after day. And the day- 
light crowd is about as unhealthy as the 
night. 

Father Coffey thinks that the transfer 
business is what originally attracted the 
suloons. Like the summer garden habitue 
the saloons go with the crowd. It is real- 
ly a mystery how all these saloons make 
a living fer their proprietors.

1 consider that immediate portion of St.

hole of St. Louis. The newspapers refer to 
this section of the city—I refer to the terri- 
tory just above our church—as Death Val- 
ley. It is undoubtedly an appropriate 
name, but it doesn’t begin to be the death 
valley that Jefferson avenue is between 
Market street nad Washington avenue. 


That is the wickedest spot in St. Louis. 

How did the saloons eome to congregate 
in this section? It is hard to tell. The sa- 
loong and the houses of the character 
found in this vicinity go hand in hand. 
It is hard to tell which is the pioneer. But 
I think the saloons were first attracted to 
this neighborhood because it contained 
three busy transfer corners. Since they 
started, however, it is remarkable how fast 
thev have come. They are not only on 
corners, where you naturally look for sa- 
loons, but they have taken any little place 
they can get In the middle of the block, 
Why, one of them ig lovated in what, I 
think, was a barn. 


Watch that neighborhood as I have done 
for several years and you will see why I 
call it the pest hole of St. Louis. 

It was some years ago the center of a 
good ‘boarding house district. The kind 
of persons who board in the neighborhood 
now are for the most part of the haif- 
world, and the lower half at that. The 
Streets are. thronged nightly with depraved 
women. and half drunken men. You see 
them on the street early in the evening 
while crowds of young porsons are trans- 
ferring from the east and west to the Jeff- 
erson avenue cars. They contaminate those 
with whom they come in contact. 


The police could regulate these things, 
but they won't. When I say police I do 
not mean the policeman on the beat, but 
the department. Of what use is it for one 
policeman to attempt to change things 
when he has not the support of the board, 

The corner of Jefferson and Olive is the 
center. It seems to have been selected be- 
cause of its supposed respectability. Cer- 
tainly It should be respectable. the corner 
of our most popular retail street and of the 
principal cross town. thoroughfare. But 
it is rapidly reaching a point where it is 
not. At night it has reached that point. 
It is with fear that a respectable woman 
finds. herself alone in the neighborhood 
after dark. 

I have no doubt that the newspaper men 
are as famillar with the conditions as TI. 
They go about the city and thev know what 
is golng on. I think there {is not a one of 
them who will not agree with me in cal! 
ing this loaality the pest hole of St. Louis, 

How is it to be purified? Through the 
efforts of all good citizens and the hearty 
and honest co-operation of the city gov- 


erament—especially the police department.

It is related that during his convalescence 
Dr. Baron one day opened his valise and 
looked at a package which it contained. 
A member of the family, out of curiosity, 
picked up the package, but Dr. Baron 
snatched it from her ‘hands, tearing the 
wrapper. The woman declaréd that she 
Saw under the torn wrapping the order 
of the tmperial golden fleece. set with 
gems, which is worn only by members of 
the royal house of Austria. 

Dr. Baron, after some years, wrote from 
Chicago to his benefactors at Marinette 
‘that se was going to Des Moines to prac: 
tice medicine. Persons who saw the Dr. 
Baron in the Wisconsin town and who have 
seen the Dr. Hoffman of Des Moines as- 
sert that Baron and Hoffman are identical, 

Four years ago the man now known as 
Hoffman appeared in the streets of Des 
Moines. apparently in a demented condi- 
tion. He was moneyless, though stylishly 
dressed. The police took charge of him. and 
a board of examiners ordered him commit- 


ted to the asylum for the insane at Mount 
Pieasant. 


After a few months’ treatment he was 
pronounced thoroughly cured: in fact. the 
doctors said that he never was really in- 
sane, but that his mental condition seemed 
\o be due to some deep personal sorrow or 
remorse. He imagined that he was being 
persecuted. He refused to talk, but would 
write replies to questions, and in this 
way he told the doctors that he was a 
medical grAduate of Heide’burg and that 
he had taken the degree of doctor of 
philosophy at the University of Munich. 

His medical !-arning astonished the phy- 
siclans, and *' * his discharge he was 1 --

tained as bacteriological expert at the asy- 
lum. Upon the advice of other doctors 
he took the name of Charles Henry Hoff- 
man. He had entered the institution under 
the name of Carl Schwartz, and he states 
that jhe took the other name because it 
would injure him in the practice of his 
profession to have it known that he had 
b:en in an asylum for mental) treatment. 


In a short time Dr. Hoffman was called 
to Des Moines, where he was professor of 
histology and pathology in the medical de- 
partment of Drake University, and also sec- 
retary of the Medical School. There his 
medical learning won for him a reputation 
reaching far beyond the university town, 
and the name of Dr. Hoffman became 
known to thousands of physicians as that 
of a lecturer and teacher of extraordinary 
ability. 


Last February the college world was as- 
tounded by the sudden resignation and dis- 
appearance of Prof. Hoffman. Hilary M. 
Bell, dean of the university, explained the 
action of Prof. Hoffman by stating that 
representations had made to the faculty 
to the effect that Hoffman could not show 
diplomas entitling him to practice or teach 
medicine. His skill and learning had not 
been questioned, but under the circum- 
stances the faculty felt constrained to re- 
quest Dr. Hoffman to show his diplomas. 
His reply was a flat refusal. 


“Why do you refuse?” asked Dean Bell. 
“The request is entirely reasonable and 
does not reflect upon you tn any way. We 
simply want to silence your critics, for th> 
g00d of the schcol.”’ 


“I shall not show you my Uegree,”’ replied 
Dr. Hoffman, “because that would reveal 
my ‘aeniity, which I shall not reveal until 
the proper time comes, if it ever does come. 
There is nothing discreditable to me in my 
secrecy. There are weighty family reasons 
why I should not tell you my true name. 
You are aware of my recent history and 
the fact that my name is not Hoffman. 
Nor was my name Carl Schwartz. I re- 
spectfully resign my chair.”’ 

At the time great public curlosity was 
aroused, The mysterious silence of the dis- 
tinguished professor was commented upon 
far and wide. Nobody could offer a theory 
that seemed plausible. That something 
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startlingly important belorgged to the ante- 
cedents of this man was the general belief, 
for his distinguished attainments, his state, 
ly bearing. the consummate dignity of his 
reserve, all tended to create the opinion 
that he was no ordinary man, 

No photograph of Dr. Hoffman, so far 
as is known, has been published. Dr. 
Hoffman violently opposes the taking of 
his picture. He has been known to rush 
upon a “kodak fiend’ Woo was trying to 
get a snapshot to smash his camera.

Is i possible, 
people are asking, that a picture of this 
man, sent to Austria, would serve to fre- 
shape the prognostications as to the im- 
perial succession, now only awaiting the 
death of the aged emperor? Would this 
photograph, could it be obtained, from the 
mystocrious man at the Iowa capital, far 
out on the Western prairies, change the 
course of a European dynasty and have 
its effect upon all the nations of the world? 

Down in Woodward County, Oklahoma, 
resides a man who is deeply interested in 
the strange story from Wisconsin and 
Iowa. He is Capt. A. Von Fersen, now 
cattleman and Republican politician in the 
territory, once cav@lry officer in the Aus- 
trian army, serving under Crown Prince 
Budolph, who was his cousin. Capt. Von 
Fersen came to America shortly after the 
date of the reported death of Rudolph, to 
whom he was devotedly attached. 


It should be remembered that much mys- 
tery surrounded the disappearance of Ru- 
dolph. Various stories were set afloat. 
Some were to the effect that he had killed 
himself and his mistress, the beautiful 
young Baroness Marie Vetsera, who was

One or another version of the death or 
disapearance of the prince has been pub- 
lished from time to time. Nobody has 
been able to unravel the actual story 
from the tangled skein. It is still a mys- 
tery, just as the identity of the lowa 
bacteriologist is still a mystery. 

But Capt. Von Fersen, now thoroughly 
Americanized, had his own theory. When 
it was announced from the imperial palace 
at Vienna that Rudolph had committed 
suicide, Capt. Von Fersen refused to be- 
lieve it. He began an investigation, with 
the result that he was notified that his 
course was displeasing to the Emperor. 
He continued his investigations and was 
dismissed from the army. He fied the 
country, fearing imprionment, and located 
first in Nebraska. He is now a wealthy 
cattle owner in Oklahoma. 

Capt. Van Fersen still declares that Ru- 
dolph was the victim of a political plot 
and that his love for the Baroness Vetsera 
was made the opportunity for his removal 
from Austria. The Oklahoman was startled 
by the story that came from the North, 
but he kept his counrel. It was plainly 
evicent, however, that he was dearly affect- 
ed by it, and it is believed he is in poss:s- 
sion of a most important secret. 


As a matter of fact, vague hints have 
come from Austria from time to time that 
secret efforts to ascertain the whereabouts 
of Crown Prince Rudolph have been made 
and ure still in progress. It is even hinted 
that members of the royal family are in- 
terested in the search, believing Rudolph 
to be alive. Obviously great secrecy would 
b> maintained in such an investigation, as 
the publication of an official statement 
of the probability of Rudolph being still 
alive would re-open old wounds that have 
caused untold agony to the house of Haps- 
burg and might shake the throne itself. 

The story of the supposed suicide of 
Crown Prince Rudolph at Meyerling is well 
known. More than fourteen years ago the 
world was starticd by the hews. The 
prince was deeply in love with the young 
Raroness Vetsera, whose body was found 
with the corpse that was supposed to be 


Rudolph's 

The story ran that both had committed 
suicide. This wes announced from the 
palace. There were rumors, however, more 
or less persistent for years. and still afloat, 
to the effect that the body which was 
buried with royal pomp was not that of 
Rudolph, but a corpse which he had se- 
cured from a medical college and which 
bore a striking resemblance to him. The 
wife of the prince wept over the body, 
though she had long been estranged from 
her husband. The rumor was that Ru- 
dolph had come to America, though the 
official announcement of his death was 
generally accepted in court circles. 

The crown prince was a skiliful phy- 
sician and surgeon. having devoted many 
years to the study of the profession, and 
his friends have stated that he would 
have been willing to give up his princedom 
for a quiet medical practice. 

Dr. Hoffman says that Prince Rudolph, 
if living, wauld be 52 years of age. and 
that he is but 23% The prince, however. 
was born Aug. 21, 1858, and therefore would 
be now in his 45th year.

The west- 
ern braves have recently discovered that 
it is a most convenient cloak for what 
looks very like polygamy. 

So heartily has Poor Lo entered into 
the spirit of his newfound privilege that if 
the present rate of increase continues more 
divorces will be granted to his kind than 
to the hitherto more progressive whites. 

In the last year more than 16 applica- 
tions were filed in the town of Oacoma 
alone, where a year ago an Indian divorce 
was unheard of. 

Wearing huge sombrero, greasy and dir- 
ty, with a pair of overalis flapping about 
his ankles and a blue checked cotton 
jumper, soiled from weeks of wear, a strap- 
ping Sioux buck walked into a lawyer's 
office in OQacoma the other day, and de- 
manded a divorce. 

“Eagle Boy here,”” said 
interpreter, indicating the Indian, 
divurce from Pipe Eagle Boy.” 

“I'gh!"’ grunted the Sioux in approval. 

“He say Pipe Eagle toy a wilkicat, 
scratch and bite,.”’ continued the interpreter 
in English “He say he xo to his wig- 
wam and find no Pipe Eagle Boy. The 
moon sets and the sun rises, but Pipe 
Eagle Boy no come home.”

Daniel Berry and his three sons alighted 
and were hitching their horses when the 
cowboys rode up and resumed the firing.

The 
cowboys surrounded the dwelling, shooting 
into it from all sides. 

“Ride up and set fire to the shanty!” 
yelled one of the men, evidently the leader. 

The attackers were wild with rage. The 
fury of battle was upon them. They swore 
dreadfully as their pistols popped. The 
calm of the summer afternoon was ‘broken 
by the rattle of rifies and pistols and the 
ribald yells of the men. 

Daniel Berry ard his two surviving sons. 
rifles in hand, sought to escape by running 
out at a rear door. The besiegers were 
upon them in an instant. 6 


Father and son wounded three of their 
assailants, but the odds were too great and 
they were shot down, the old man falling 
dead and his two sons desperately wound- 
ed. John Berry, who had received a severe 
wound back at the wire fence, stood his 
ground until a second bullet utterly dis- 
abled him. 

Eielieving that all the Berrys were dead, 
ithe attacking party withdrew, riding 
through St. Francis like mad men, shoot- 
ing windows from saloons and shouting 
married Eagle Boy. 

Burnt Prairie, a “heap much” warrior of 
the Cheyennes, testified proudly in the 
court recently that he had 36 wives and 
wanted to divorce the 3th because she 
was lazy and did not provide a suitable 
quality of food for him. He secured the 
divorce on the ground of “cruelty, neglect 
and incompatibility of temper.”’ 

The government officials and mission- 
arfes have demanded that the Indians 
marry according to the laws ofthe state. 
The Indians protested that tribal marriages 
were all right, but the government insisted 
and the Indians learned of the divorce at- 
tachment to South Dakota laws. Now they 
will be married in no other way. It is the 
proud boast of every Indian that he was 
married by a “minister,” as every civil 
official authorized to perform marriages 
is called by them. 

The wife is now selected by the buck ac- 
cording to tribal customs, but he im- 
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defiance to the officers of the law. % 

When the result of the deadly confite 
became generally known, Cheyenne Count 
was stirred from end to end. There wa 
taik of lynching. 

“Get yuur bird before you pull his tell 
feathers out,” alvised a wise wag of St 
Francis. 

. The. sherift called upon Gov. Balley 
troops to help him catch the cowhay =m 
keep the county quiet. After a conside 
able delay the governor sent a portion of 
regiment to Cheyenne County, and some : 
the cowboys were run down and arrested. 

Dewey, McBride and Wilson, after the 
inquest and a preliminary hearing, were 
charged with the killing of the three Ber- 
rys and were ordered to be taken to jall 
at Goodland. 

Sheriff McCulloch heid his prisoners un- 
der guard of the militia during the hear 
ing, and when the court announced its de- 
cision he surrounded the three men with 
a detachment of soldiers and started for 
Goodland. ’ 

That was a novel sight, far out on the 
Kansas prairies. In the midst of a hollow 
square of mounted militia rode the young 
ranchman and his two cowboys, grim and 
stlent. The cavalcade swung along the 
dusty county roads, curiously observed by 
the farmer-folk. and watched with more 
than a curious interest by groups of cow- 
boys here and there, who belonged to the 
Oak ranch, and who, it fs stated by cer- 
tain Cheyenne County citizens, were eager 
to organize an expedition to release the 
prisoners. 

The town of Goodland Is now filled witht 
cowboys, some for and some against the 
prisoners, and the firing of a revolver at 
fandom in all probability would precipl- 
tate a deadly conflict. 

And in her lonely farmhouse site Mrs, 
Valprona, “Queen of the Cattle Range,” 
dressed in somber mourning for her father 
and brothers, and thinking, perhaps, of 
the handsome ranchman who languishes in 
the jail at Goodland.

HERE was no hint of coming trag- 
7 edy in the courtship of George Gor- 
don Ramey. He was a well-favored 
young sub-contractor on a new railroad. 
He was 24, sturdy, good-looking, had good 
prospects and was popular. 
“Ut came to pass as such things do in 
rural communities, and in other communi- 
ties for that matter, that young. Ramey 
, Started to “going with’’ Naarah Gillespie, 
the pretty daughter of D. M. Gillespie, a 
Prosperous farmer of. the neighborhood. 
* Tt needed only for him to take her home 
from church a few times and go with her 
fo the countryside frolics, and the arbi- 
ters of social destinies in the community 
Sad ordained that they should married be 
end iive happily ever after. 
‘There seemed no reason why the court- 
Ship should not take the simple, unevent- 
ful course common to rural romances, and 
it did progress to the usual culmination. 

One day there was a wedding. The bride 
looked very sweet In her simple gown of 
white, and young Ramey looked manly 
enough, even if he was rendered a bit 
“awkward by the consciousness that his 
clothes were very new. 

The wedding met the approval of the 
social arbiters, who agreed that nothing 
vowfl ever occur to mar the happiness of 

yourg people. But before two months 
elapsed Naarah, the bride, had left 

a young husband and gone back to the 
shelter of her father’s roof. What caused 
her to do this has nover been told. Per- 
haps the incipient madness which after- 
ward became acute manifested itself in 
gome way and fear killed her love. More 
likely it was a little quarrel which could 
easily have been made up if the husband 
had not given him over to despair. 

He thought his wife was more true to her 
father than to him, and he became fired 
with an insane sort of jealousy. He de- 
termined that he would take her life 
rather than that ehe should live apart from 
him. 

The wedding had occurred on Dec. 7, 
lust year. The holidays had little more 
than waned when the bride went back to 
her father, and it was less than three 
months, on Feb. 2, when the tragedy end- 
ed the rural romance. 

On the evening of that day Ramey, his 
part filled with love for his wife, jealousy 
of her father and hatred of fate, crept 
‘hrveugh the twiligut toward the house of 
“le father-in-law. Whether he had made 

his mind to kill his wife or whether 
“pulse came to him when the saw 
fother'a house i* no’ “er. 
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shelter of lawn shrubbery he was watching 
a window from which a dight shone cheer- 
ily. His wife was in the room, and as 
she moved about making things tidy before 
preparing to retire, she sang softly. 

That she could be happy when he was in 
despair, that she could sing while he 
could only curse, maddened him. Fond 
love and fierce hate battled in his heart. 
The figure in the room ceased to’ move 
about. Ramey waited a while and then 
crept up closer. He could see her sitting 
on the edge of her bed. She thad a book 
on her lap, and using it asa rest she was 
writing a letter. What this ‘suggested to 
Ramey nobody knows. He did not know 
to whom she was writing. 

There was a sharp report. A window 
pane crashed. The bride sitting on the 
edge of her bed did not finish the word 
she had begun to form. She pitched for- 
ward convulsively to the floor, and when 
her parents rubhed into the room and bent 
over her she was dead. Her husband had 
shot her through the heart. 

The testimony at the coroner’s inquest 
seemed to point to Young Ramy as the 
one who had committed the crime, and 
was substantially as follows: About a 
week previous to the crime Ramy, being 
unable to meet his hotel expenses at 
Queen City, left for Centerville, -Io., where 
he engaged lodging for himself. and wife, 
representing himself as 2 well-to-do per- 
son looking after some business interests 
in that part of the country. After a 
short time, in default of payment of ho- 
tel expenses, he was arrested on the 
charge of securing lodging under false 
pretenses, whereupon his wife telegraphed 
her father to come to her assistance, tell- 
4 him that she and Ramy were in trou-

The girl's. father went to her rescue, 
settled her part of the board bill and 
took her from Ramy, and she returned 
with her father to his home a few miles 
west of Queen City. 

Young Ramy, angered by the action of 
his father-in-law, followed after his wife 
and was seen in the immediate vicinity 
of her home on the afternoon previous to 
the murder. 

Immedjately after the murder of his wife 
he called at the home of a neighbor in 
search of a horse to go for a doctor, say- 
ing that his wife had been shot by some- 
body while sitting on the bed reading a 
letter at the home of her father. Being 
unable to secure a horse he tried to make 
his escape on foot and was captured and 
lodged in jail at Lancaster. 

Young HRamy talked freely of the crime 
with which he is charged unfil about three 
weeks ago, and admitted being at the home 
of his father-in-law on the night of the 
killing. 

Nebody doubted that Ramey had done 
the deed. He made only a feeble attempt 
to account for his whereabouts when the 
shot was fired. He was arrested and was 
held for trial. Pending this he was locked 
In the little county jail at Lancaster, Mo. 


In a little while remorse began to wither | 


his mind and his body. Manifesting great 
depression he spent the hours of the day 
sitting in hig cell thinking of his wife and 
of the crime he had committed. He tossed 

the long night through on his prison cot. 
As time pasred his condition became 
worse. He refused to talk to anybody. 
The sheriff tried to persuade him to stay 
out in the corridar, where there was sun- 
light anil a semblance of cheer. Ramey

Judge Shelton arrived from Macon at 6 
o'clock in the evening and immediately 
went over to the little jail to see tho 
stricken prisoner. The sheriff was feeding 
him his supper. ‘nstead of trying to mas- 
ticate his food, Ramey swallowed it like an 
animal. 

Two bailiffs carried him into the court- 
room, and he sat in a chair limp and life- 
lese. Neighbors testified that the young 
man had frequently aroused them at night 
by his shrieks. The physicians said the 
subject was suffering from me:ncholia, 
probably brought on by terror at the 
thought of hanging and by remorse for his 
deed. The inquiry run tll nearly mid- 
night. 

Sheriff W. C. O'Brient took Ramey to the 
Insane Asylum at Fulton. When he re-

Each lad is the owner of a “farm” of 
eleven feet in width and 150 feet in length. 
This is marked off for him by ropesAlrawn 
along the ground. Woe be unto the young 
farmer who transgresses upon the land 
belonging to his neighbor! 

“Keep on yer own farm, there!’ cried 
a boy from North St. Louis, who had 
walked all the way down to the farming 
tract to look after his early cucumbers. 
The juvenile farmer whom he warned had 
dared to lift a spadeful of earth from 
the territory across the rope. 

But for the most part there no en- 
croaching upon others’ domains, and the 
boys are too busy and too good-natured 
to quarrel. They thoroughly like the occu- 
pation It is to them as engaging as was 
the whitewashing of the fence in Hanni- 
bal, many years ago, by the friends of 
Tom Sawyer; it is a diversion, not a labor, 
to these city boys who have wearied of 
conventional methods of amusement and 
who sigh for something new. 

This new idea of the Civic Improvement 
League finds many boys eager for admis- 
There is room 
for 100 boys, and the places are being filled 
rapidly; another way to state it is that 
the ‘‘claims”™ are being gobbled up by the 
boys. They are apt and eager learners. 

Prof. W. J. Stevens is chairman of the 
league’s juvenile department, and _ his 
daughter is the instructor in agriculture. 
The young woman teaches her classes 
skillfully. Every morning from §&8 to 9 
o'clock the boys assemble and set to work, 
each upon his own domain. Each boy’ pro- 
vides his own hoe; the rest is gratis. The 
aim of the league is to have one boy from 
each school district In the city become a 
“farmer,” so that he can go back to his 
district-and teach the other boys how to 
grow vegetables in their own back yards 
also cultivate flowers in their front 
and side yards, thereby enhancing both 
the use and the beauty the people's 
homes. 

“Do we like it?’ exclaimed of the 
lads who was industriously hoeing his to- 
mato plants one*morning last week, ‘Well, 
1 should say we do! Who wouldn't like to 
he a farmer when all you got to do is to 
bring your hoe? The farm is yours for 
nothing, and the ground all plowed and 
harrowed, ready for your crops. 

“When I first began to work here I 
didn't know a tomato plant from a water- 
melon vine, but I guess I do now. I'm 
getting to be quite a farmer; and. say! 
What you raise fs all yours When our 
stuff comes up and gets ready to be picked 
or gathered, it belongs to us. We can 
take the vegetables home for the folks, or 
we can sell ’em for pocket money. I'm 
going to take ma a mess of fine lettuce 
next week, and Billy says he'll carry his 
grandma some radishes that will make her 
mouth water. Some of the boys say they 
want to sell enough sweet corn, peas, to- 
other vegetables from their 
farms to buy skates for next winter, and 
maybe sleds, too. I'm saving up to get 
my sister a new cloak, and I haven't got 
any more time to talk to you, for I want 
to raise enough tomatoes to double my 
pile.”’ 

The experiment has progressed far 
enough already for the Civic Improvement 
League to be highly gratified. Secretary 
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Earle Laymgn of the league sayy that hé 
expects the boys who work their little 
strips of ground to spread the habit of 
industry and the knowledge of agricultural 
methods in the vicinity of their own homes, 
and that in time the influence of the 
“school farm’’ will be plainly visible 
throughout the city. 

‘What 10u raisin’ on your farm?’ asked 
a South Side boy of a North Ender whom 
he met the other day on his way down to 
the school farm. 

‘*Peanuts,’’ said the North End boy. 

*Nothin’ else?’ 

‘*Nope.”’ 

“Gee! that ain’t farmin'! Why don’t you 
raise corn?” 

““Cause I ain't a hog,’’ replied the litti¢ 
farmer. 

“Who said you was a hog?’ retorted the 
other boy. ‘‘What's hogs got to do with 
it?’’ 

“Hogs eat corn,” said the North End 
farmer. “I eat peanuts. See?’ 

That settled it. The other boy immedi- 
ately applied for a farm homestead with 
the hope of raising enough peanuts to set 
up a street stand next fall after school 
hours and on Saturdays. The North End 
boy says that he hopes to raise a crop 
that will keep him in ‘‘goobers’’ all next 
winter, and the managers of some of the 
theaters would better look a little out in 
view ot the imminent onset of the ubiquit- 
ovs peanut fiend in the peanut gallery who 
raises his own ‘‘goobers”’ and lets the shells 
fall where they may. 


There are still many thousands of acres 
of government land in southern Missouri, 
and in Arkansas and other southern states, 
but after a few years of,the St. Louis 
school farm it is probable that this land 
will be homesteaded by the graduates of 
the school of city -agriculture and the old- 
line farmers will have to go farther and 
fare worse; for already two or three of the 
boys who own and operate ‘farms’ have} 
expressed their intention to become real | 
farmers when they grow up. 

“What are you goin’ to be when you get 
a man?’ asked a city school farmer of one 
of his chums who thus far has resisted the 
importunities of the farmer to pre-empt a 
claim. 

‘Goim' to be clerk,"" re- 
plied the lad. 

“Say: you must like work,"’ was the re- 
Joinder of the farmer. “I know what I'm 
Eoin’ to be—I'm goin’ to be a farmer and 
have a big farm of my own, out in the 
country, where I can go fishin’ when I 
feel like it and won't have to work Sun- 
Oays and nights.”’ 

lt is more or less amusing to listen to 
‘he questions asked by the boys of their 
nstructors, One is amazed at the ignor- 
growing things that manifests 
when the boys start to work for the 
first time at agriculture. Some of the lads, 
te be sure, Knew something about crops, 
but many of them were unable to dis- 
tinguish between tomato plants and corn 
shoots, or between pea vines and beans. 
One boy thought th- .otate*s grew up in 
the air, like tom ind deelared that 
he had seen the i= that way one

The fact that what 
they raise is their very own JIncites them 
to earnest endeavors, and there is going 
to be tall and lively rivalry | between the 
little farmers as to the size lof the crops 
they will gather. 

At the “school garden” similar enthus- 
iasm is shown. In this institut on the lit‘le 
girls add to the general nterest. The 
girls are delighted with the hor of tend- 
ing flowers, and the boys; also find it 
agreeable. 

The soil of the achool garden plot is of 
red clay. It was plowed =a harrowed be- 
fore the children were turned loose upon 
it Each pupil is given. practical lessons 
in the growing of plants. 

The garden is 50x100 feet jn extent, being 
laid out in 136 flower beds,/ with paths be- 


tween. Twenty-three beds front on Hen- 


nih 


rietta street and California avenue, ahd 
each of these beds is in charge of children 
from one of the 23 rooms above the kin- 
dergarten grade in the public school im- 
mediately opposite the garden. A certain 
kind of flowering plant will be raised on 
each bed, so that there will be 23 varie- 
ties fronting the streets, each marked 
with its name in letters that may be read 
at a distance. The general public in this 
way may become acquainted with that 
many varieties of flowering plants. 

The next 23 beds back of the front plots 
are devoted to useful plants, including the 
peanut, hemp, cotton, sorghum, 
and other edibles. A different 
vegetable is raised on each plot. School 
children are in charge of the cultivation 
of these vegetables. Back of the vegeta- 
bles are 9 remaining plots, each of which

It is probable that the idea of the scho@ 
farm may develop, in time, so that the 
boys will be taught the use of the plow, 
the harrow, the mowing machine and othe 
er wheeled implements of agriculture.

I 
remember pointing to a thick piece of wood- 
land some distance from the house and 
saying, ‘Booth,\) get over there at once and 
hide yourself. | In those wooded. ravines 
you will never \be found.’ ‘Yes,’ said Rug- 
gies, ‘get there |\ns cuickly as you can, and 
lcse no time about starting.’ 

“Booth turned) ar»und to look for Her- 
old, but he wag novhere in sight, as in- 
deed was no ore else. He then straight- 
ened. himself upjto tis full height and re- 
plied, ‘i'll do as\) you say, boys, right off. 
Ride on: Good-by. [t will never do for 
you to be gees 2 lly company.’’ 


Here is the positive statement of - gen- 
tleman whose ee is unquestioned, that 
many hours before the arrival of the fed- 
eral troops at Garret*’s farm, Wilkes Booth 
had been warned jof their coming and ad- 
vised to flee and that he at once agreed 
to the plan. Morepver, Ruggles, who was 
with Bainbridge ag the time, further cor- 
roborated this stat@ment over his own sig- 
nature in volume of the Century Mag- 
azine. 

Thus is found evifience of the strongest 
possible character fo corroborate the re- 
markable story told} to Mr. Bates by the 
man who claimed to be John Wilkes Booth, 
showing how he escaped from Garrett's 
farm, where it had jbeen claimed he was 
found and killed some: ten hours after- 
wards. People who. have examined this 
evidence ask whether ft is at all reasonable 
to suppose that Booth knowing that a re- 
ward of $100.00 was out for him dead or 
alive, and that a troop of United States 
cavalry were coming ‘up the road, would 
celiberately waste eight or ten hours hang- 
ing around Garrett's farm and would then 
have adopted the childish expedient of re- 
treating to a sma] Sarn. There is no 
aquestion that Boot. amble warning 
of the coming of th provision 
had been made for d that he

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Washington was largely based upon find- 
ing in the potket of the dead man the diary 
kept by Wilkes Booth recounting his wun- 
derings after his flight from Ford's Opera 
House. This ciary in the opinion of most 
people settled the fact that the dead man 
was Booth. 


“Now, however, Mr. Bates tells not only 
how the diary c-me to be in the dead 
man’s pocket, but who this dead man 
Was. 

It is doubtful whether there was any de- 
liberate deception about the alleged indenti- 
fication of the body, although many people 
putting the facts together say that there 
was and give the reasons...

Not a single member of Capt. Doherty's 
company had ever seen Wilkes Booth. 
They did not know what he looked like. 
But they did know that there was a $100.,- 
000 reward out, and, finding a dead man 
on their hands, it is claimed they simply 
snid he was Booth and demanded the re- 
ward. He was a “good enough Booth” 
ror anybody. ‘The diary tn his pocket was 
apparently suf“cient tndentification. Not 
n single person desired it known that 
Booth had escaped, and every one wanted 
it known that Booth was dead. 

While the testimony of eye-witnesses as 
to the appearance of the remains offered 
during, the past three months has differed 
widely, it seems as if there was some 
physical resemblance between J. Wilkes 
Booth and the man who, it Is claimed. now 
was identified in his place. Mr. Batss, 
quoting the words of the mysterious sui- 
cide at Enid, tells of the first meeting be- 
tween Booth and the man who, it is 
claimed, was si@t in his stead, as follows: 

“From the home of Dr. Mudd we went 
on to the residence of a wealthy southern 
sympathizer, whose name was Cox. He 
refused to admit us into his house. The 
news of the assassinetion of the President 
had preceded us Cox directed his over- 
seer to hide us In a pine thicket cn or 
near the banks of the Potomac. This man 
(Cox’s overseer) was a small, swarthy man 
of dark complexion, with black hair and 
eves. wearing a short growth of black 
whiskers and a mustache. I called him 
by the familiar name common to all south. 
ern soldiers, ‘Johnny Reb.’ I have tiie 
impression, whether correct or not, that 
this man’s name was Ruby. or Roby. I 
was not particularly interested in his name, 
and was with him but a short time.’ 

“Rooth” then goes on to tell how this 
man Ruby or Roby helped him and Harel 
in thelr wanderings extending over many 
days ond says: 

“We lost little time In crossing the river. 
This was about 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Immediately upon landing I went into my 
pocket to get the check for £60 promised 
‘Johnny Reb’ for our safe deliverance. It 
was then that I missed my diary, which, 
in the excitement of leaving the wagon, I 
had left on the other side. As I handed 
Rudy, or Rody, the check, I requested him 
to return and get fe diary for me. At 
the same time it ¥ ‘greed that he and 
Herold would go wling Green and 
get me a shoe an’ ‘me other neces- 
sary purchases. ved that I was 
to be taken or tt farm, about 
three miles d they were to 
come for me.

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pocket of Ruby. Mr. Bates says that the 
Oklahoma suicide was firmly convinced that 
Ruby was the man shot and identified as 
Booth. 

When the soldiers got to Garrett's farm 
that night, nearly nine hours after the 
family had been warned of their approach, 
men were found asleep in all of the three 
barns, in one of which they located Herold, 
and, as is now claimed, Ruby. A long de- 
lay ensued, during which Capt. Doherty 
and Herold carried on negotiations for sur- 
render, Herold being in the barn with the 
door locked, and the soldiers surrounding 
the building. 

Herold finally agreed to surrender, and 
when he opened the door the barn was 
set on fire from the other side and Boston 
Corbett, seeing Herold’s companion inside, 
fired at him and killed him. 

Herold never identified this man as 
Booth, nor did he deny that it was Booth. 
Herold simply kept his mouth shut and 
was apparently well pleased to have 
Ruby identified as Booth so as to permit 
the escape of the assassin. 

It has been claimed that the leg of this 
man was broken after death by some of 
Doherty’s soldiers as a further means of 
getting the reward. 

Mr. Bates says that Junius Bruatus 
Booth of the present generation, a 
nephew or Edwin and John Wilkes Booth, 
was in-Memphis last February and saw 
him, and after going over all the evi- 
dence in his possession, expressed him- 
self as thoroughly convinced that Danie! 
E. George -nd John Wilkes Booth were 
one and the same person. 

The acquaintance between Mr. Bates and 
George alias Booth, began in July, 1471, 
at Glen Rese Mills, Hood County, Tex., 
where Mr. aBtes went to address a political 
meeting with Gen. J. M. Taylor. There 
Booth was in business under the name of 
John St. Helen, suggestive to Mr. Bates’ 
mind of a romantic character in exile. Mr. 
Bates gives a detailed description of St 
Helen's appearance and of his versatility 
and striking manner. They met occasion- 
ally after that at Granbury, where Mr. 
Bates was practicing law. St. Helen was 
his client at Granbury in a business deal 
and lawyer and client became intimate 
Mr. Bates says: 

“In 1877 I left Granbury, returning 
Mississippi. Booth was still living there. ! 
never saw him again in life, but have been 
eble to trace him through the intervening 
years. He left Granbury in 1575, going (o 
Leadville. He bought a number of don- 
keys and burros and drove them through. 
in 1886 he was at Denver, and in 19% at 
Salida. From that time to 18% I live no 
record of his movements. 

“In 1896 he turned up at Henessey, r., 
where he remained four years. He he 
was known as George D. Ryan. He vas 
never without means and always lived at 
the best hotels. In 198 he left Henes ey 
for El Reno. where he assumed the naive 
of David E. George. 

“It was while living at El Reno that hé 
made the first attempt to take his life. [

“Women want husbands who will 
license saloons on every corner, and 
will be gentler and more considerate 
their home relations. They want hus- 
bands who will spend their evenings at 
home, helping the children with their 
school lessons and discussing the ques 
tions of the day with their wives. 

“It is a social crime to rear children 
in a home out of which love has departed, 
and where everlasting friction and bick- 
ering exist. 

“The underlying truth at the bottom 
the marriage problem and sex problem 
that the masculine and feminine elements 
in society are precisely what the centri- 
petal and centrifugal. or positive and neg 
ative, are in the material world. If one 
of these two forces were to hampered 
or checked there would be immediate 
chaos. The harmony of the re- 
quires the free operation of 
In our social and industrial and political 
arrangements we have forgotten this. We 
have built up a masculine civilization, and 
no legislative measure can improve mat- 
ters as long as the feminine element is 
suppressed and fettered, and made to obey. 

“In its last analysis every great ques 
tion depends upon the elevation of woman, 
It is undeniable that the woman is the 
greatest factor in race-bullding, and a 
great nation can never rise without great 
mothers. 

“Thus, to preserve and sanctify marriage 
we must go forward and not backward. 
We can safely trust the emancipated wom- 
an to be true to every rightful claim of 
affection. Love is one of the strongest pas- 
sions of the human soul, and it folly 
to fear a decrease of lové or marriage 
when women become at last normal ant 
independent.”’

It is by lay- 
ing the same amount of stress upon both 
the equality and the diversity that our 
Lord marks Himself off, on the one hand, 
from those who would degrade woman by 
denying the equality, and, on the other, 
from those who would mislead woman by 
denying the diversity. He sets the queen 
beside the king upon the throne—not on a 
lower step—but he does not do violence 
to truth and common sense by telling her, 
when placed there, that queenship is the 
same thing as kingship, nor does he teach 
us to say queen and king rather than king 
and queen.

Rev. Thomas P. Hughes, rector of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, quoted 
tous:

During a long ministry. ex- 
tending over 30 years, I have never Known 
any woman to object the use of the 
word. A friend of mine, who was the 
rector of a church in Manchester, England, 
found a bride who objected to the use of 
the word. when the bridegroom exclaimed,

“The idea that the 
slavery is simply absurd. Children obey 
their parents. This does’ not imply slav- 
ery. Servants obey their masters, and 
so does the soldier obey his officer, but 
there is no slavery in this. Lord Beacons- 
field says, ‘An obedient wife commands her 
husband.’ George Farquhar very quaintly 
says: ‘Women never really command until 
they have given their promise to obey, and 
thev are never in more danger of being 
made slaves than when men are at their 
feet.”’

tion to her husband,” writes Rev. F. M. 
Clendennin of the Rectory Church, “in 
some cases may work great hardship; but 
so also does the law that a child must be 
subject parents.

It is beneath the dignity of a true man, as it is unworthy of the high 
love, to lay commands upon his wife and to ask for servile obedience from h 
No true lover can do it; a tyrant may. It is contrary to the experience 
all married people whose marriage is based on love. 

Love covers not only a multitude of sins, but it also inchides the highe 
form of marital service and obedience. This, mutually possessed, will mi# 
settle all the vexing questions of marriage life and insure the greatest ha 
and happiness in line with the sphere of each. 

The truth is that without love no amount of promising is going to 
‘Fhis vow has been the source of a great deal of falsehood, fo 
are few women, although willing to mechanically promise to obey, wh 
mechanically do it. I never personally use the word in the marriage s« 
because I believe if there is love it will be renedred, and if not I may be te 
ing the woman to tell a story. 

Besides, how many men there are who are perfect autocrats, unreasc 
and overbearing in their demands for obedience, and who often take an 
advantage of such a public vow!

N THE rear of a Chinese laundry in St. 
| louis a few days ago an unusual scene
